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1.     OUH  APPROPRIATIOIT  BILL. 

The  Agricultural  Appropriation  Bill,  H.H.  lOUoU  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending  June  30>  1925,  has  "been  reported  to  the  Senate  from  the  Committee 
on  Appropriations.    The  total  for  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  ih 
the  "bill  as  reported  is  $U,  218,303,  which  is  an  increase  over  the  "bill  as  it 
passed  the  House  of  $92,375-    Tlie  increases  made  hy  the  Senate  Committee 
were  as  follows:     Marketing  and  Distrihuting  Farm  Procucts,  $3,123,  which 
makes  the  total  the  same  as  the  current  year,  and  I'prket  News  Service,  $90,252 
making  a  total  for  this  service  of  $200,000.     The  total  for  the  hureau 
as  carried  in  the  Senate  bill  is  $59>56^  more  than  the  total  of  availahle 
funds  for  the  current  year. 

The  limitation  put  upon  Washington  salaries  applies  to  the  "bureau 
as  a  whole  and  not  to  individual  appropria.ti ons  as  submitted  hy  the  Bureau 
of  the  Budget.    The  limitation  on  Washington  salaries  for  the  Bureau  of 
Agricultural  Economics  was  increased  "by  the  Senate  Committee  from 
$i,7SU,375  to  $1,795.000..

2.     STAEDAEDIZATION  OF 

ADDITIONAL  PRODUCTS  UHC-SD. 

Federal  grades  for  fruits  and  vegetables  are  meeting  the  needs  of 
producers,  consumers  and  dealers  throughout  the  coimtry,  if  the  reauests 
for  a.dditional  work  along  grading  lines  can  be  considered  an  indica.tor 
of  the  popularity  of  our  standards.    I>aring  the  past  week,  E.  W.  Samson, 
in  charge  of  fr^ait  and  vegeta.ble  standardization  work,  has  received 
requests  from  various  sources  asking  that  the  bureau  recommend  grades 
for  dried  apples,  dried  prunes  and  for  a  number  of  fruits  and  vegetables 
for  use  in  transactions  between  growers  and  canneries.     The  bureau 
inaugurated  work  along  the  latter  line  when  it  recommended  grades  for 
cannery  tomatoes. 

The  President  of  the  Oregon  State  Board  of  Horticulture,  Charles  A. 
Park,  is  particularly  interested  in  having  our  standardization  work  continue 
its  forward  march,  and  has  indicated  that  Oregon  is  desirous  of  having  the 
bureau  establish  grades  for  berries.

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3-     WASEEOUSE  SIVISICy  EITTEHS  I\^W  FISLD. 

With  the  licensing  of  three  warehouses  R.t  Cairo,  Ga.,  to  store  cpne 
syrup  under  the  provisions  of  the  warehouse  Act,  the  Warehouse  Division  is 
entering  a  new  field  of  activity.     One  of  the  three  warehouses  will  be  used 
"by  the  cane  syrup  growers  cooperative  association.    Regulations  which  pro- 
vide for  the  storage  of  cane  and  ms.ple  syimr?  under  the  Act  have  come  from- 
the  press  this  week. 

In  order  to  insure  proper  inspection  of  the  syrup  looking  toward 
issuance  of  appropriate  receipts,  this  "bureau  is  coopera.ting  with  the  Bureau 
of  Chemistry  in  giving  demonstrations  to  inspectors,  and  in  checking  the 
grading  of  licensed  graders.    We  are  also  cooperating  v/ith  the  .Bureau  of 
Chemistry  in  developing  standards  for  cane  syrup  in  the  hope  of  improving 
the  general  quality  of  the  syrup.

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■5.     AT  TEE  BUREAU  CCLTCIL. 

Dr.  Taylor  opened  the  council  meeting  yesterday  morning-  "by  calling  at- 
tention to  two  new  hooks  in  the  economic  field.  One  is  "Tj-ib  Lav;  of  Diminish- 
ing Returns",  -  hy  Dr.  W.  J.,  SpilLman  and  Smil  Lang.  The  hook  is  divided  into 
two  parts:  Part  1,  -  .The  Law  of  the  Diminishing  Increment  -  is  hy  Dr.  Spillman, 
and,  part  2  -  The  Lav/  of  the  Soil  -  is  a  translation  from  the  German  by  Prof. 
Lang.  ^  The  other  hook  is  "The  Agricultural  Situation"  hy  Dr.  G.  F.  V/arren  and 
Dr.  r.  A.  Pearson.     It  deals  with  the  economic  effects  of  fluctua.ting  prices. 

The  spirit  of  meetings  -attended  during  the  holiday  season  was  given 
hy  several  speakers.    Dr.  Stine,  who  participant ed  in  the  meeting  of  the  Ameri- 
can Agricultural  Society''  at  Richjnond,   stated  that  the  sessions  dealt  largely 
with  the  history  and  development  of  the  South.     He  told  of  the  efforts  of 
the  association  to  hring  closer  together  the  historian  ci.nd  economist  and  men- 
tioned that  the  program  smacked  of  an  agricultural  flavor  in  internreting 
economic  history.    Dr.  Stine  was  impressed  v/ith  the  increasing  interest  in 
aridat tendance  a.t  the  meetings.    He  also  announced  that  the  society  is  plan- 
ning to  promote  an  agricultiiral  history  journal. 

The  outstanding  feature  of  the  sessions  of  the  Association  of  American 
Geographers,  Dr.  O.E.Baker  reported,  was  a  series  of  papers  on  the  agricultural 
resources  of  the  tropics,  to  which  Drs.  Marhut  and  Sha.ntz  of  this  departmert 
contrihuted.    Dr.  Baker  then  gave  a  rather  lengthy  res-'ome  of  the  papers  of 
Dr.Marhut  of  the  Geographers  and  Dr.  Eenneraan  of  the  American  Association  for 
the  Advancement  of  Science.    Dr.  M^rhut's  paper  dea.lth  vrith  the  Renaissance  of 
Malthusianism  in  its  Relation  to  the  Character  and  Geographical  Distribution 
of  Soil,  and  his  conclusion  was  that  the  peak  of  individual  well-being  has 
probably  been  rea.ched,  and  that  population  will    press  more  and  mere  heavily 
upon  the  agricultural  resources  of  the  world  as  the  years  pass.    Dr.  Eenneman 
in  his  address  classified  natural  resources  into  abur:dant  and  inexiiaust ible , 
such  a.s  nitrogen  in  the  air;  abundant  and  exhaustible,   such  as  coal;  relativelj'- 
sc?4.rce  and  inexhaustible,  such  as  water  DOwer;  and  relatively  scarce  -^nd  ex- 
haustible,  such  as  petroleum.    He  then  pointed  out  the  need  for  a  national 
policy  with  reference  to  each  of  these  classes  of  resources. 

Three  sessions  of  the  American  Sociological  Society  were  devoted  to 
the  rural  sociologists,  according  to  Dr.  0.  j.  Galpin,  who  represented  the 
bureau  at  the  meeting,  and  briefly  described  each  of  the  three  sessions.  At 
one  of  the  sessions,  there  was  a  joint  discussion  betv/een  farm  economdsts  and 
rural  sociologists  on  the  question  of  farm  income  and  farn  standard  of  living. 
At  another  session,  that  concerning  rurn.1  population,  an  interesting  pamper 
was  given  dealing  with  the  population  of  177  selected  American  villages. 
The  tabula-tion  for  this  paper,  was  prepared  in  the  Division  of  Ea.rm  Population 
and  Rura.l  Life  and  was  arranged  according  to  age,  sex  and  other  characteristics 
of  the  village  populations.     The  make-up  of  the  groups  was  ra.ther  significant, 
Dr.  Galpin  pointed  out.     He  sa,id  th^t  the  changes  going  on  tended  toward  a 
consolida,tion  of  the  functions  of  trade  and  the  elimination  of  sma.ller  vil- 
lages. 

Dr.  Taylor  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  seven  conventions  met  a.t 
the  same  time  at  Chicago  and  of  course  it  was  a  physical  impossibility  to 
attend  ma.ny  of  the  sessions.    He  devoted  most  of  his  time  to  the  American  Ea.rm 
Economic  Association  meeting,  which,  he  said  was  pronounced  the  best  ever  held. 
He  stated  there  was  a  constant  reference  to  an  agricultura^l  program  although 
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there  was  no  very  clepr  evidence  that  any  nne  had  ?  distinct  idea  of  just 
v^hat  an  agricultioral  program  should  he.     The  Chief  said  his  oxm  idea  was 
that  we  should  recognize  the  elements  of  an  agricultural  program  which 
we  already  have  and^ examine  them  with  a  view  to  determining  where  they  can^ 
he  improved.    His  impression  of  the  meeting  of  the  American  Economic  Associa- 
tion was  that  it  was  unsympathetic  toward  farmers. 

The  council  adjourned  I5  minutes  earlier  than  usual  to  permit 
interested  persons  to  attend  the  third  annual  convention  of  the  IJational 
Council  of  Farmers  Cooperative  Marketing  Association  which  convened  here 
yesterday  morning. 

6.  CQIvgJCTITY  BUILD  PIG  MODEL

The  model  of  a  rural  community  ouilding  and  accompanying  picture 
panels  continue  in  demand.     The  model,  which  is  ahout  3-1/2'  hy  5-1/2' 
hy  2-1/2',  was  sent  by  the  Division  of  Farm  Population  and  R-aral  Life, 
on  request,  to  he  exhibited  at  the  sessions  of  the  imerican  Country  Life 
Association  at  Colimhus,  Ohio,  October  8-11.     Several  requests  for  the 
exhibit  resulted  from  this  shoring  and  it  was  sent  from  Coliambus  to  the^ 
State  Agricultural  College  of  ITorth  Dakota  at  Eargo  for  a  ten-day  exhibit. 
From  there  it  went,  on  request,  to  Chicago,  December  2S-31,  for  the  sessions 
of  the  ITational  Community  Center  Association.    At  Chicago  the  exliibit  was 
supplemented  by  a  special  panel  of  pictured  com.munity  activities  together 
with  one  set  of  59  lantern  slides  on  rural  comjnunity  buildings  and  one 
set  on  rural  planning.     The  slides  were  from  pictures  from  the^Division  of 
Farm  Population  and  i?ural  Life  prepared  and  sent  out  by  the  Office  of 
Cooperative  Extension  ?/ork.    From  Chicago  the  complete  exhibit  goes,  on 
request,  to  the  University  of  Illinois  at  Urbana  for  State  Farmers'  Week,  _ 
January  12-17.     Its  destination  after  Urbana  has  not,  as  yet,  been  determined. 

7.  COTTON  CLASSEES  EXAMIITATIOITS  ANITOUITGBD.  .    '  . 

Applications  for  Specialist  in  Cotton  Classing 'at  $3,S00  a  year, 
and  for  Associate  Specialist  in  Cotton  Classing  at  $3,000  a  year,  will  be 
rated  by  the  Civil  Service  Commission  as  received  until  January  27. 
Competitors  will  be  rated  on  education,  experience  and  fitness  and  on  a 
thesis  or  discussion  to  be  filed  with  the  application. 

The  duties  of  aTD^Dointees  will  be  to  assist  in  the  classification 
of  any  cotton  which  may^e  submitted  to  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  for 
classification,  or  in  the  TDreparation  and  final  inspection  of  practical 
forms  of  the  Universal  Standards  or  other  official  cotton  standards  prepared 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  United  States  cotton  futures  act 
and  the  United  States  cotton  standards  act,  or  in  the  investigation  and  quotation 
of  prices  of  cotton,  or  otherwise  in  the  enforcement  of  the  provisions  of 
these  acts  and  their  amendments.

Services  Survey"  was  mailed  to 
all  of  the  market  nerrs  service  men  of  the  hiireaa  a  memorendum  v/as  included 
in  which  every  nicirjcet  r.e:if.-  in;-r  ras  a.-r'jed  to  send  in  a  report  of  changes 
in  his  service  as  they  occurred.    As  this  has  not  generally  heen  done, 
each  market  news  representative  is  asked  to  check  over  his  copy  of  the 
"Crop  and  Market  News  Services"  and  note  thereon  any  changes,  corrections 
and  additions.     This  information  should  he  sent  to  J.  C.  G-ilhert  of  the 
Division  of  Market  Infoma.tion  so  that  the  corrections  can  he  recorded 
and  everyone  interested  advised.    I.^r.  G-ilhert  asks  that  this  he  done 
promptly  so  that  our  record  of  Crop  and  Market  Feus  Services  may  he  up 
to  date  at  the  hegLnning  of  the  new  year.

Employees  who  claim  reimhursement  for  actual  expenses  incurred 
while  in  a  travel  status  should  alvrays  list  all  items  of  expense,  hut 
should  not  enter  claims  in  excess  of  $5«0C  for  any  one  day's  suhsis- 
tence.    For  instance,   if  an  employee  should  incur  expenses  for  hreak- 
fast,  dinner,  supper  and  lodging  which  total  more  than  $5.00,  he  should 
list  the  individual  items  of  expense,  hut  should  not  carry  the  total  to 
the  "amoujit"  column.     In  cases  of  this  kind  the  entry  would  he  "Amount 
claimed,  $5.00."    By  ohserving  these  instructions  considerahle  saving 
will  he  effected  in  the  Office  of  Accounts  in  the  matter  of  writing 
letters  of  suspension,  and  of  course,  reimhursement  will  he  expedited. 
At  the  same  time  we  shall  have  availahle  for  any  interested  agencies 
data  indicating  that  the  $5-00  limitation  imposed  hy  Congress  is  not 
sufficient  in  many  instances  to  cover  travel  expenses  under  present 
conditions .

The  recipient  who  has  previously  suh- 
scriocd  to  the  service  decodes  the  words  and  has  the  information  "before 
him.     When  subscriptions  "become  due,  the  code  is  changed. 

2.  STUDY  0¥  GILAPaFRUIT  MRKETING  IN 

GP^IAT  BE  I  TAIN  EEPQRTED  UPON. 

Specific  recommendations  for  increasing  the  use  of  and  popular- 
izing grj.pefrait  in  Great  Britain  have  been  received  from  Edwin  Smith, 
who  reconLly  visited  the  markets  of  Liverpool,  Manchester,  Birmingham, 
Sheffield,  HeFcastle-on-Tyne  and  Glasgow  making  o"bservations  on  the 
soui'ces,  qiT^.lity,  denands  and  prices  of  this  fruit.     As  a  result  of  th^ese 
o'oservations,  Mr.   Smith  recommends:    Regular  supplies  of  good  quality 
grapefruit  to  be  sold  at  not  more  than  $4.75  delivered,  or  $3.50  f.a.s. 
New  York;  the  spreading  of  these  supplies  to  wholesalers  in  every  market 
according  to  thei^^  roc^uirements ;  and  the  carrying  to  the  consumers  of 
educativ'-e  fecitiires  on  the  desirable  qualities  of  the  fruit  and  how  it 
should  be  prepared  for  use.     To  follow  out  these  suggestions,  an  organ- 
ized program  on  the  part  of  the  industry  would  be  required,  Mr.  Smith 
points  out. 

With  reference  to  increasing  the  demand  for  grapefruit,  Mr.  Smith 
reports  that  the  grapefruit  grower  has  to  help  him  one  very  marked  char- 
acteristic among  British  people,  that  is,  the  tendency  to  keep  in  health 
and  to  use  various  helps  thereto.  The  British  fruit  trade  is  exploiting 
that  characteristic  as  is  seen  in  its  advertising  slogan  —  "Eat  more 
fruit  and  keep  fit." 

Meidbers  of  the  British  trade  interviewed  by  Mr.  Smith  stated  that 
tYiQ  fruit  ought  to  sell  well  because  it  is  a  great  tonic.     To  this,  Mr. 
Smith  adds  "Prom  the  bitterness  of  some  that  I  have  tasted,   I  should  say 
that  up  to  the  present  the  grapefruit  consumed  in  Great  Britain  would 
give  the  impression  of  being  a  tonic  more  then  anything  else." 
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3.     AT  THE  BltREAU  COUNCIL. 

Dr.   Taylor  called  attention  to  the  book  entitled  "Farmers'  Mutual 
lire  Insurance  in  the  United  States"  by  Dr.  Victor  11.  Valgren,  whom  ra9.ny 
will  remember  as  the  former  leader  of  the  Division  of  Agricultural  Finance. 
The  boo\,  pr'inted  by.  the  University  of  Chicago  press,  is  Mr.  Valgren's 
aoctorgce  thesis  submitted  to  the  University  of  Chicago.     It  offers  ccn- 
stx-uc-cive  suggestions  for  a  State  law  to  govern  the  organization  and  oper- 
ation of  farmers'  mutual  fire  insurance  companies,  for  a  model  system  of 
records,  snd  for  organization  and  management  plans.

1.^0.  1302  prepared  by  R.  H.  Elsworth.     This  bulletin  on  cooperat ion _ among 
farmers  was.  said  to  contain  a  wealth  of  material  put  up  m  a  very  inter- 
esting way  a-ad  at  the  same  time  the  material  is  tLmely. 

A  general  a'i.ninistrative  matter  mentioned  by  the  Chief  was  the 
pre-oarabion  of  letters,  covered  in  a  separate  item.  . 

Mr.  Tenny  w^.s  ';ery  enthusiastic  about  the  outcome  of  the  meeting 
of  the  American  Fruit  and  Vegetable  Shippers  Association,  which  he,  in 
company  with  Vf.  A-  Sherman  and  1.  W.   Stillwell.  attended  at  Chicago  last 
wr-jk     He  -f-alt  that  one  of  the  most  far-reaching  m.oves  in  marketing  work 
since  huR  co-'^aec  +  ion  ^^ith  the  bureau  was  the  action  of  the  Trade  '^^]^' 
timiB  Oo-nittr-..?  in  recc^mending  that  we  be  asked  to  work  with  it  ana  other 
trade  organisations  in  drafting  rules  and  regulations  for  trade  conduct, 
an-i  the  unq-jnTified  endorsement  by  the  whole  association  of  that  recom- 
m^-odr.ticr.     In  ohis  t^-jton  of  trade  ethics  to  be  worked  out,  the  organiza- 
tir-  ds^ires  that  a  method  of  adjusting  disputes  -  financial  as  well  as 
cortioverrles  over  graae,  condition,  etc.  -  be  provided.     The  legislative 
com-A3ttee  went  on  record  as  favoring  present  activities  of  the  bureau. 
Mr.   Tenny  ^o^es^w  great  possibilities  in  working  with_the  trade  in  the 
establisliii'.ent  of  an  arbitration  committee  to  handle  disputes. 

7.  M.  Pussell,  in  charge  of  the  Press  Service,  outlined  the  gen- 
eral policies  of  that  service  ajid.  indicated-  the  wide  circulation  our  pub- 
licity la  gedtirig  as-  evidenced  by  the  returned  clippings.     Judged  by  this 
standard,  this  bureau  ranks  very  high.    Mr.  Russell  ended  his  talk  by  ui'g- 
iPg  that-  effort  be  male  to  improve  the  service  now  being  given  by  the  de- 
velQTvr^ient  of  uore  significant  statements  on  the  lai^gest  and  most  vital  as- 
pects of  our  VTork.     As  he  felt  that  the  direct  cooperation  of  division 
leaders  would  be  to  this  end,  it  was  decided  that  Vir.  Russell  would  meet 
with  divipaon  leaders  or  their  representatives  at  an  early  date  to  outline 
more  specifically  just  the  kind  of  material  wanted  for  this  newer  develop- 
ment of  the  work.

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5.  COmmTAL  MARKETS  VISITED 

nr_APFLS_ MARKETING  STODY. 

After  interviewing  the  trade  in  the  principal  apple  markets  of 
the  continent,  Edwin  Smith  was  due  to  return  to  London  yesterday.  His 
itinerary  called  for  visits  to  Rotterdam,  Amsterdam,  Berlin,  Bremon, 
Hajibuxg,  Copenhagen,  Gothenherg,  Stockholm  and  Ghristiania.    After  Jan 
v>:  j  15,  Mr,  Smith  may  he  reached  C/o  Canadisui  Trade  Commissioner, 
31  North  Johns  Street,  Liverpool. 

In  commenting  on  variety  preferences  in  British  markets,  Mr. 
Smith  reports: 

"Although  a  long  time  favorite  in  American  markets, 
British  markets  have  had  a  decided  aversion  to  the  Delicious. 
The  Glasgow  trade  is  universally  of  the  opinion  that  there 
has  "been  a  decided  change  in  this  respect  the  last  year  and 
that  now  Delicious  apples  are  being  eagerly  soioght  after. 
Tbis  sv7ing -about  had  its  inception  through  the  efforts  of  an 
Edinburgh  retail  fruit  merchant  who  appreciated  the  quali- 
ties of  the  variety  and  took  active  steps  to  introduce  it  to 
his  trade.     He  created  a  demand  for  the  Delicious  that  soon 
made  him  the  most  eager  buyer  of  this  variety  on  the  Glasgow 
auction.     This  attracted  other  buyers  to  the  Delicious  and 
they  put  it  in  stock,  after  which  the  natural  demand  of  the 
people  took  care  of  the  situation. 

"The  northern  markets  demand  larger  apples  and  are  more 
especially  kocn  for  bright  red  varieties  than  other  British 
parts.     It  is  a  mistaken  idea  in  some  parts  of  the  United 
States  that  Bi itish  markets  demand  yellow  apples.     They  do 
appreciate  and  demand  the  Yellow  Newtown  and  Albemarle  Pippin 
(which  are  one  and  the  same  variety) ,  but  after  that  the 
Jonathan  and  York  Imperial  are  most  in  favor.     The  Spitzen- 
berg,  Baldwin  and  Ben  Davis  are  all  in  demand,  the  latter 
because  it  usually  arrives  in  a  sound  condition  and  is  red 
in  color. 

"The  recent  increase  in  popularity  of  the  Delicious  il- 
lustrates how  reports  from  the  fruit  trade  may  be  misleading 
on  the  real  likes  of  the  people.     The  potential  demands  of 
the  people  are  often  quite  different  from  the  apparent  de- 
mands.    In  the  case  of  the  Delicious,  it  is  quite  surprising 
to  mo  tv^at  the  development  took  place,  because  the  Delicious 
that  arrive  in  Great  Britain  are  not  a  fair  representation 
of  the  variety,  usually  being  small  with  not  too  good  color, 
indicating  e.bnormal  fruit,  possibly  grown  on  the  under  limbs 
or  in  the  centre  of  the  tree."

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7.  PREPAEATIOIJ  0?  .LBTIERS. 

In  calling  attention  of  administrative  officials  at  the  coimcil 
meeting  Monday  morning  to  the  preparation  of  letters,  the  Chief  pointed 
out:     That  letters  sent  to  us  marled  "For  Secretary's  signature"  should 
he  handled  accordingly;  that  letters  having  to  do  with  general  depart- 
mental policy  or  involving  the  work  of  hureaus  other  than  this,  should 
not  he  signed  in  this  bureau  hut  prepared  for  the  signature  of  the  Secre-  ■ 
tary,  Assistant  Secretary  or  Director  of  the  work  in  question,  as, 
Director  of  Extension  Work  or  Director  of  Scientific  Work,  or  Director  of 
Regulatory  Work.  .  ^ 

Letters  that  deal  with  the  work  of  more  than  one  division  of  the 
hureau  hut  do  not  have  to  do  with  general  policy  or  with  any  other  hureau 
should  he  answered  in  one  letter  and  sent  to  the  executive  office  for  sig- 
nature. Matters  relating  to  hut  one  division  hut  involving  new  policy  in 
regard  to  the  work  of  the  hureau  should  always  he  passed  over  the  Chief's 
or  Acting  Chief's  desk.  Foreign  letters  should,  of  course,  he  routed  via 
the  executive  office,  except  in  such  cases  where  some  other  uaderstanding 
has  heen  effected. 

8.  lU  CONGEEgS;  ■  -'.^         "  ' 

The  Agricultural  Appropriation  Bill  passed  the  Senate  on  January  7, 
carrying  the  same  appropriations  for  this  hureau  as  were  reported  hy  the 
Senate  Committee.     The  total  for  this  hureau  is  $4,818,308,  an  increase  of 
$98,375  over  tihe  appropriations  carried  in  the  hill  as  it  passed  the  House. 
Several  changes  in  language  were  made  on  the  floow  of  the  Senate.  The 
first  of  these  continues  the  authority  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  to 
fix  rates  of  compensation  in  the  field  in  accordance  with  the  classifica- 
tion act,  notwithstanding  limitations  carried  in  previous  acts. 

An  amendment  was  adopted  incorporating  the  provisions  of  the  Rans- 
dell  hill  in  the  item  covering  the  Cotton  Futures  and  Cotton  Standards  Acts. 
This  amendment  reads  as  follows: 

" Including  such  means  as  may  he  necessary  for  effectuating 
agreements  heretofore  or  hereafter  made  with  cotton  associations, 
cotton  exchanges,  and  other  cotton  organizations  in  foreign 
countries,  for  the  distribution,  use,  and  observance  of  univer- 
sal standards  of  cotton  classification,  for  the  arbitration  of 
settlement  of '  disputes  with  respect  thereto,  and  for  the  prep- 
aration, distribution,  inspection,  and  protection  of  the  prac- 
•   tical  forms  or  copies  thereof  under  such  agreements." 

The  third  amendment,  if  adopted,  will  make  it  possible  for  the  de- 
partment to  enter  into  leases  for  the  3ieber  building  end  the  warehouse  to 
be  constructed,  for  a  period  of  ten  years,  which  authority  will  be  ad- 
vantageous to  the  department. 

The  bill  has  now  been  sent  to  the  Conference  Committee  which  is  com- 
posed of  members  from  the  Appropriations  Committee  of  each  House,  for  con- 
sideration of  all  amendments  which  were  made  by  the  Senate  to  the  House 
bill.

^hich  will  be  submitted  to  producers  and  dealers  at  hearings  to  be  held 
early  in  the  spring.    Those  present  at  the  conferences  will  have  before  them 
for  consideration  preliminary  drafts  of  the  grades  which  have  been  made  and 
revised  from  time  to  time  as  the  work  progressed;  also  the  results  of  field 
and  market  studies  conducted  during  the  past  year  by  representatives  of  this 
bureau  and  cooperating  agents  from  a  number  of  the  State  Experiment  Stations, 
Data  will  be  available  which  have  been  obtained  from  the  analysis  of  about 
UOO  bales  of  alfalfa  at  the  Washington  and  ICansas  City  laboratories,  and 
300  bales  of  wild  hay  at  the  Washington,  Kansas  City  and  St.  Paul  labora- 
tories.   These  data  include  the  results  of  mechanical  separations  of  the  hay 
for  mixture,  foreign  material  and  leafiness,  measurements  of  texture,  and 
measurement  of  color  by  the  Munsell  System  in  accordance  with  the  method 
recently  developed  in  the  Washington  laboratory,

Volume  1,  number  1  appeared  this 
month.    Dr.  Richard  T.  Ely,  director  of  the  institute  and  professor  of ^eco- 
nomics at  the  University  of  Wisconsin,  is  the  editor-in-chief.    The  Qiief 
said  that  the  journal  was  one  of  the  many  nanife stations  of  th«  tireless 
energy  of  Dr.  Ely,  a  man  70  years  young,  and  one  of  the  most  active  men 
among  the  Chief's  acquaintance. 

Chris.  L,  Ghristensen  outlined  the  program  of  the  Cooperative  Market- 
ing Conference  held  in  Washington  January  5-g  in  joint  session  with  the 
third  annual  meeting  of  the  IJational  Council  of  Farmers  Cooperative  Marketing 
Associations.    Ho  said  that  the  IJationel  Council  is  made  up  of  32  cooperative 
associations  with  a  total  membership  of  620,000  farmers  doing  an  annual 
business  of  $600,000,000.     Carl  Williams  was  quoted  as  saying  that  the  great- 
est need  of  cooperative  marketing  today  is  the  realization  of  what  cooperative 
marketing  is  trying  to  do.    Another  point  erphasized  was  that  permanent 
success  in  cooperative  marketing  depends  upon  the  degree  with  which  members 
of  the  association  can  adjust  production  to  meet  mrket  demand..  Sympathetic 
support  of  the  Government  and  not  regulation  is  what  Aaron  Sii^iro  believes 
cooperatives  need.    Mr,  Qaristensen  pointed  out  that  resolutions  were  jiiassed 
denouncing  the  unwarranted  attacks  being  made  upon  cooperative  marketing, 
asking  for  assistance  from  the  Government  in  the  'matter  of  unfair  trade 
practices  and  directing  the  appointment  of  a  committee  to  present  the. poli- 
cies of  the  council  to  the  President,  Congress  and  the  Agricultural  Commission, 

H.  R.  Tolley  gave  a  birdeye's  view  of  plans  for  the  forthcoming  outlook 
reports,  covered  in  it^m  !• 

Dr.  W.  J.  Spillman,  who  recently  returned  from  the  West,  stated  that 
the  situation  there  has  inproved  materially  since  his  visit  of  a  few  months 
ago.  He  referred  to  the  movement  under  way^  to  increase  the  number  of  sheqp  on 
farms  in  the  wheat  belt,,  and  stated  that  the  western  extension  forces  are  en- 
deavoring to  bring  about  balanced  production,  that  is  adjusting  production 
to  demand.

Mr.  Yohe  stated 
that  there  were  200  business  men  present  for  the  purpose  of  considering 
methods  of  reducing  distribution  costs  of  agricultural  as  well  as  manufactured 
products.  Althou^  every  one  realized  that  cuts  in  distribution  costs  could  be 
made,  no  one  contributed  'any  definite  suggestions.    As  a  resul't  of  the-meet- 
ing,  six  permanent  committees  are  to  be  appointed  with  a  view  to  working  out 
specific  recommendations  for  attacking  the  problem# 
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The  Chief  spoke  of  the  publicity  work  of  the  "bureau  and  stated  that 
he  thought  Tre  should  create  a  demand  for  the  Icind  of  material  we  particularly 
want  to  reach  farmers.    He  pointed  out  that  the  publicity  work  of  the  "bureau 
had  satisfactorily  met  the  demard,  but,  he  said,  xro  chouH.d  go  a  step  farther 
and  create  a  demand  for  carrying  our  program  of  orderly  production  arid 
marketing  to  the  individual  farmer.    To  do  this,  the  Division  of  Information 
needed  more  help,  so  C,  E,  Trout,  whoso  appointment  was  noted  in  the  last 
issue,  was  selected  to  assist  in  writing  o^or  material  for  farmers,  Mr, 
Trout  was  introduced  to  the  council* 

Mr,  Marquis  referred  to  the  changing  trend  in  publicity  and  pointed 
out  that  the  demand  now  is  for  specialized  material  for  each  trade  or 
division  of  ogriculturc.    He  cited  Mr,  Collier's  grain  market  reviews  as 
an  excellent  example  of  how  wc  are  trying  to  meet  this  demand  for  specialized 
service.    Letters  from  editors  of  fruit  and  vegetable  publications  indicate 
that  they  desire  a  special  review  prepared  to  meet  the  individual  require- 
ments of  each  paper,  and  this  is  a  problem,  llr,  l^larquis  said,  his  di-'/ision 
in  cooperation  with  the  Fruit  and  Vegetable  Division  would  attempt  to  solve, 

H,  M,  Dixon  pointed  out  that  in  discussing  tho  price  situiation  with 
farmers,  they  are  interested  in  learning  about  the  future  trend  of  the  general 
price  level.    Since  different  views  are  given  regarding  the  broad  factors 
that  influence  the  trend,  the  question  naturally  arises  as  to  what  are  the 
important  factors  that  would  seem  to  indicate  that  the  general  price  level 
will  not  decline  materially  below  its  present  level;  and  on  the  other  harA, 
what  reasons,  if  any,  are  there  that  would  indicate  that  the  general  price 
level  may  go  considerably  below  its  present  level  before  becoming  stabilized, 
Mr,  Dixon  thought  it  night  be  well  for  bureau  officials  to  get  together  to 
determine  what  this  bureau  might  have  to  contribute  toward  the  question,

4.  EAY  GRAIDES  WIDELY  USES.  '  .  '  • 

Several  firr^s  '/hich  maintain  large  stables  are  nov/  specifying  United 
States  grades  when  p"ar chasing  hay.     Last  month  a  couiveny  in  Philadelphia 
made  arrangements  v/ith  the  federal  hay  inspector  in  that  market  to  ■^'■isit 
its  stables  at  least  once  a  month  to  inspect  the  hay  on  hand  and  issue  a 
certificate  covering  it.     Luring  December  the  inspector  inspected  and  is- 
sued certificates  at  six  sta.bles  for  this  com2oany.     Practically  all  of  this 
hey  IS  being  purchased  from  and  being  delivered  to  farmers  viiithin  liauling 
distance  of  Philadelphia. 

Eederal  inspection  of  hay  in  the  stable  of  a  very  large  concern  in 
Chicago  has  been  in  vogue  for  some  time  and  is  proving  very  satisiactory 
not  only  to  the  company  b-uying  the  hay,  but  also  to  those  ha.ving  selling 
contracts  because  United  States  grades  are  easy  to  interpret  and  they  are 
justly  applied  by  inspectors,   thereby  eliminating  arguments  between  buyer 
and  seller.

In  his  letter  of  transmittal  he  said  in  part;    "I  arrived  in  Berlin 
on  Christmas  morning  and  things  were  so  tied  up  that  Messrs.   Schoenfeld  and 
Shoup  Torsvailed  upon  me  to  staj^  'till  after  Hew  Years,  so  that  I  did  not 
get  away  from  there  until  January  3.     *      *  After  being  flooded  with  apples 
in  Hovemcer,  Hamburg  was  bare  for  tkree  weeks  just  before  Christmas.  'The 
Gu.antity  of  Ajaierican  apples  that  I  saw  in  Berlin  did  not  amount  to  anything. 
Heedless  to  say  that  the  present  system  leaves  much  to  be  desired  in  the 
distribution  of  our  apples  on  the  continent."

Pifty  r'arfious  larniers  "by  Lester  S.   Ivins  snd  A.  E.  Winship  ua.s  the

thought  a  ti-:le  more  s"^J^gestive  of  the  contents  v.onld  te:     Fifty  Important 
People  \iho  have  nisde  Cor triout ions  to  j^riculture. 

Roy       Potts  announced  that  the  tentative  standards  for  eg,~s  pro- 
posed "by  this  tureau  were  unanimously  adopted  as  the  national  standards  for 
quality  of  individual  eggs  at  the  confereiice  held  at  Chicago  Jamarj"  19 
under  the  auspices  of  the  Ifetional,  Poultry,  Butter  and  Egg  Association. 
.  The  meeting  authorized  the  national  association  to  appoint  a  cor^cittee  to 
continue  work  v;ith  ovt  representatives  in  formulating  national  grades  to 
"be  used  "by  the  exchanges  in  lieu  of  present  grades.     ?tr.  Potts  expects  that 
the  committee  will  have  its  report  ready  for  presentation  at  the  spring 
meeting  of  the  association  to  be  held  at  5t.  Louis  in  Ma.rch. 

'W .  A.  Sherman  told  of  meetings  recently  attended  by  him  at  which 
the  proposal  that  this  bureau,  in  cooperation  with  the  fruit  and  vegetable 
trade,  draft  standard  rules  for  trading,  was  considered.     This  matter  is 
covered  in  item  1. 

E.  A.  Beveridge,  of  the  Cotton  Division,  at  Dr.  Taylor ' s  request, 
outlined  very  briefly  the  work  he  is  doing  on  the  subject  of  uniform  tare 
in  cotton  bales.     He  said  zhe  Indian  and  Egj/ptian  bales  have  more  uniform 
tare  than  does  the  American  bale,  which  often  reaches  the  foreign  market 
in  a  disreixitable  condition.     The  qu.estion  of  irregularity  of  tare  is  es- 
pecially iiiiportant  in  the  export  business,  Iv.r.  Beveridge  pointed  out.  Kis 
investigations  confirm  previcu-s  general  impressions  as  to  the  great  ir- 
regularity of  care  and  indicate  not  only  the  necessity  for  standardization 
but  suggest  possibilities  of  worlcing  out  some  such  standardization. 

J.  Clyde  !/:arquis,  who  had  attended  the  three-day  conference  of  county 
agents  at  Burlington,  Yt. ,  told  of  the  renuest  made  at  the  meeting  that 
this  bureau  correlate  all  available  material  dealing  with  conditions  in 
Vermont  and  place  the  digested  material  before  county  agents  to  give  them 
the  economic  backgro-and  essential  to  a  pro'oer  solution  of  the  problems  they 
enco'onter. 

J.  C  Hobb  referred  to  the  visit  to  the  bureau,  by  a  representa.tive 
of  the  Public  Health  Service  in  connection  with  the  investigation  now  being 
made  as  to  the  soviTce  of  contamination  in  the  t;/phoid  outbreak  in  Chicago, 
New  York  Cit3i^  and  vi/ashdngton,  D.  C.     In  addition  to  the  raw  oyster,  celery 
and  lettuce  are  under  suspicion  as  sources  of  infection,  and  the  public 
health  representative  c^^ii-e  to  get  all  information  possible  regarding  ship- 
ments of  these  tv/o  vegetables  to  the  cities  mentioned.     The  Chief  pointed 
out  that  this  v/as  a  new  use  for  o^ir  unload  statistics.

In  m-any  instances  bills  submitted  "by  employees  of  this  bureau  to 
people  outside  of  the  Government  for  services  rendered,  include  payment 
for  mid-day  me?ls.     This  refers  particularly  to  out-of-town  inspections 
made  ct  the  expense  of  the  applicants  therefor.     To  be  consistent  with  the 
apparent  intention  of  the  recent  decision  of  the  Comptroller  General,  pro- 
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hibiting  dinner  alloi"ances  waen  plDsence  from  the  official  sta.tion  is  only 
during  the  period  "between  8  a.n.  and  6  p.n:,  ,  payment  for  the  mid-day  meal 
should  not  he  included  in  the  hill  submitted.     Applicants  for  inspee'tion 
or  other  service,   for  which  the  Government  is  to  he  rei-iaorrsed,  should -not 
he  required  to  pay  expenses  not  ordinaril;/  allowed  to  the  employee  in  the 
regialar  course  of  official  h-asiness.     Efforts  are  now  heing  made  through 
the  Office  of  the  Secretary  to  have  this  decision  modified,  and  should  any 
change  occur,  employees  will  he.  notified  promptly. 

13.  SISPOSITICU  0?  USELESS  PAE3SS. 

Division  leaders  are  requested  to  have  a  survey  made  of  any  papers, 
cards,  forms,  etc.  ,  which  have  served  their  r'arpose  and  will  no  longer  he 
needed,  and  make  a  report  of  useless  documents.     In  the  meirorandum  which 
may  he  sent  to  C.  L.  Snov^,  a  memcer  of  the  Committee  on  Useless  Documents, 
the  following  points  should  he  covered:    Description  of  ma.terial,  vath 
sample;  age;  quantity;  and  whether  or  not  the  information  is  availahle  in 
some  other  form.

Because  of  a  reduction  in  the  printing  fund  of  the  United  Statee 
Employees  Compensation  Coirxdssion,  P.  J.  Hioghes  was  unable  to  obtain  an 
adequate  supply  of  the  printed  list  of  medical  facilities  available  to  in- 
jured employees  under  the  Compensation  Act.    It  is  understood  that  the  corxiis- 
sion  forwarded  a  copy  of  the  list  to  our  joint  offices  in  New  York  City, 
Philadelphia,  Chicago,  Boston,  Atlanta  and  San  Irancisco.    Other  offices  are 
asked  to  secure  from,  the  local  postmaster  the  names  of  Government  medical 
officers  and  designated  physicians  for  their  vicinity. 

The  United  States  Employees'  Compensation  Act  provides  that  employees 
of  the  United  States  who  sustain  injuries  while  in  the  performance  of  duty 
shall  be  furnished  medical  and  surgical  treatment  by  United  States  hospitals, 
v/henever  these  are  available.    When  U.  S.  medical  officers  or  hospitals  are 
not  available,  treatment  is  to  be  furnished  by  physicians  designated  by  the 
commission.     The  comiiiission  can  not  pay  for  treatment  obtained  from  other 
sources  unless  it  is  clearly  shown  that  it  was  not  practicable  to  secure 
treatment  from  a  United  States  medical  .of ficer  or  a  United  States  hospital, 
or,  where  these  are  not  available,  from  a  physician  designated  by  the 
commission.

This  marketing-  bibliography  was  compiled  by  L'isses  Emily  L.  Day, 
Katharine  Jacobs,  and  Ivfergarot  T.  Olcott  u.nder  the  direction  of  Jdss  Icary 
G.  Lacy»  Librarian  of  the  Bureau.     It  v/as  issued  in  miueograph  form  and 
is  nov/  being  printed  as  Kiscellaneous  Circular  iTo.  35. 

One  of  the  judges  on  the  committee  for  awarding-  the  prize,  Miss 
I.'iary  Eir.ogene  Hazeltine,  Head  of  the  Library  School  of  the  University  of 
ivisconsin,  felt  uncertain  as  to  which  of  tv/o  of  the  bibliographies  sub- 
mitted should  receive  her  vote  for  first  place  as  she  considered  tha.t 
both  the  marketing  bibliography  and  the  one  v/hich  eventually  v/on  first 
place  were  "admirably  constructed,  outlined  and  executed."

The  New  England  Research  Council,  of  which  J.       Tapp,  of  this  bureau, 
is  executive  secretary,  will  issue  on  February  12  and  13  an  outlook  report 
for  New  England  agriculture  for  1925.    E.  R,  Tolley  and  H.  I.  Richards,  of 
the  Division  of  Farm  Management,  will  be  in  Boston  this  i^eek  to  assist  m 
the  preparation  of  the  statement, 

9,    AT  THE  BUREAU  COUI'ICIL. 

Dr.  0.  C-  Stine,  who  represented  the  bureau  at  the  meeting  of  the 
Association  of  Southern  Economists  and  Sociologists  held  at  Atlanta,  Ga. 
February  3-U,  stated  that  the  program  carried  a  larger  number  of  economic 
topics  than  has  been  customary  at  such  meetings  heretofore.    He  pointed 
out  that  there  were  now  men  throughout  the  South,  especially  among  the 
younger  and  more  newly  trained  men,  who  were  developing  different  fields 
of  economic  research.    The  need  was  expressed  for  some  publication  or 
leaflet  to  present  what  other  States  are  doing  in  economic  directions  some- 
what as  our  publication  "Marketing  Activities"  informs  along  marketing  lines. 
Dr.  Taylor  asked  for  definite  suggestions  regarding  the  desirability  of  _ 
expanding  Marketing  Activities  to  include  this  material,-   Mr,  Marquis ^pomtied 
out  that  this  same  idea  had  been  discussed  at  the  State  Marketing  Officials 
meeting  at  Chicago  last  December.    In  fact,  the  appointment  of  C.  E.  Trout 
is  already  a  steiD  in  that  direction. 

C.       Kitchen.  Business  Manager  of  the  bureau,  gave  an  account  ot 
his  stewardshiTJ.     In  reT3orting  upon  Center  Market,  he  read  interesting  bits 
of  its  early  history  from  a  reprint  of  the  Columbia  Historical  Society. 
.In  this  Tjaper  it  was  stated  that  Center  Market  opened  for  business  on  ^ 
December' 15,  1801,  and  among  its  frequenters  were  Thomas  Jefferson,  Daniel 
Webster,  Gen.  W infield  Scott  and  Chief  Justice  John  Marshall.    Receipts  from 
the  operation  of  Center  Market  are  now  running  about  $250,000  a  year  and

expenditures  about  $165, 000,  thus  leaving  a  balance  in  the  Treasury  of 
$S5,000.    About  $25,000  is  "being  spent  each  year  for  repairs  and  improve- 
ments.   Last  year  a  large  TDart  of'  that  sum  vras  spent  for  the  installation 
of  a  dozen  modern,  sanitary,  glass  "bakery  stands.    This  year  most  of  that 
sum  vrill  "be  used  for  the  installation  of  modern  refrigerating  machinery. 

In  reporting  upon  the  operating  units  of  the  "bureau,  Mr.  Kitchen 
pointed  out  that  no  organization  is  being  maintained  for  supervising  these 
units.    Mr.  Kitchen  devotes  his  time  to  coordinating  policies  and  general 
methods  of  procedure  and  holds  the  person  in  charge  of  each  section 
responsible  for  the  efficient  functioning  of  his  unit.    The  sections  . 
coming  vdthin  the  Business  I.ianager's  jurisdiction  are:  Audits  and  Accounts, 
Property  and  Su-oplies,  Tabulating  and  Computing,  Cold  Storage  Reports, 
Telegraphic,  Stenographic,  Mails  and  Files,  Technological  Investigations, 
Acting  Chief  Cler'k,  and  CooToerative  Agreements. 

Our  leased  '^ire  business  last  year,  based  on  Government  commercial 
rate,  v^hich  is  '-^0'-?^  of  the  comm.ercial  rate,  amounted  to  $7S1,26S«67,  v/hilc 
the  cost  of  operation  was  $275, 953. S5,  or  a  saving  of  $505,3lU.g2,  if  the 
same  number  of  messages  had  been  transmitted  by  commercial  telegraph  comnanies. 
Operating  costs  V7ere  reduced  this  year  by  having  the  States  pay  the  salaries 
of  operators  located  in  State  capitols.  This  saving  has  been  distributed 
among  the  different  nev/s  service  projects. 

Standardization  Building  to  be  Erected. 


In  closing,  Mr.  Kitchen  called  attention  to  a  provision  in  our 
appropriation  bill  authorizing  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  to  enter  into 
a  ten-year  lease  for  the  rental  of  the  building  popularly  knovn  as  the  Bieber 
Building  and  the  building  to  be  erected  for  the  standardization  laboratory. 
Permission  to  sign  a  ten-year  lease  vill  result  in  a  substantial  saving  to 
the  Government.    Although  construction  h'as  not  yet  been  beg\in,  the  standardiza- 
tion building,  vhich  is  to' be  erected  at  Linrrorth  and  C  Streets,  S .  "T? . ,  is 
expected  to  be  ready  for  occupancy  ^-'ithin  a  f e^""  m.onths. 

The  B.  A,  S-  NeT?s  came  in  for  its  share  of  discussion.    Your  editor 
stated  its  lo'urpose  to  be  to  inform  the  staff  of  v/hat  is  going  on  in  the 
bureau  and  to  bring  members  closer  together  in  a  bond  of  understanding  and 
acquaintanceship.    Methods  of  obtaining  ners  V7ere  olitlined  and  the  divisions 
vjere  urged  to  keep  in  touch. with  the  editor.    The  inclusion  of  personal  itqras 
precipitated  a  discussion  in  which  it  was  pointed  out  that  inasmuch  as  one  ' 
of  the  functions  of  the  house  organ  is  to  loromote  better  morale  any  item 
which  directly  or  indirectly  does  this  should  have  a  place  in  the  periodical. 
Not  to  mention  the  high  praise  accorded  The  B.  A.  E.  News  by  the  Chief, 
^*  A.  Wheeler  and  others  would  befalling  in  the  duty  of  reporter.  Dr. 
Taylor  stated  he  was  solidly  behind  it  and  emphasized  the  fact  that,  in 
his  opinion,  it  was  meeting  a  real  need.

Leon  U.  Estabrook  has  accepted  the  directorship  for  the  stimulating 
of  the  world  census  of  agriculture  for  1930,  fostered  "by  the  International 
Institute  of  Agriculture  at  Eorue.     Mr.  Estatrook  tvill  sail  late  in  April  or 
early  in  May  to  make  his  headquarters  at  Rone. 

A  census  of  the  world's  agriculture  is  the  follov;ing  out  of  the  dream 
of  the  founder  of  the  Internationa.l  Institute.     It  was  David  Luhin's  idea 
that  the  institute  should  not  only  serve  as  a  clearing  house  for  such  sta- 
tistics relating  to  agriculture  as  might  "be  supplied  "by  the  adhering  gcvern- 
ments,  hut  that  the  institute  should  take  the  lead  in  promoting  better  and 
more  dependable  statistics  throughout  the  world.     Ihose  in  charge  of  the 
statistical  v;ork  have  realized  more  each  y.^ar  that  serving  as  a  clearing 
house  for  statistics  is  not  enough  if  the  statistics  of  the  adhering  govern- 
ments are  not  satisfactory  in  themselves.     One  of  the  difficulties  in  sum- 
marizing ?/orld  statistics  for  the  great  staple  crcps  in  which  all  countries 
are  interested  is  that  many  countries  have  not  realized  the  importance  of 
taking  a  periodical  inventory  of  their  agricultural  resources  similar  to  the 
decennial  census  taken  in  many  other  countries  such  as  the  British  Empire 
and  the  United  States.    A  further  difficulty  is  encountered  by  the  use  of 
different  methods  in  different  countries  and  by  the  fact  that  the  statistics 
^f  one  country  are  not  coispara,ble  with  those  of  another. 

^  The  delegation  from  the  United  States  to  the  general  assembly  meet- 

ing of  the  International  Instituoe  in  1920',  proposed  that  the  institute 
should  encourage  the  taking  of  an  agricult'oral  census  periodically  in  the 
same  year  and  according  to  uniform  methods  throughout  the  world.     This  pro- 
posal was  approved  ^oy  each  of  the  general  assemblies  which  has  been  held 
since  1920  and  this  year  fmids  are  available  which  v/ill  make  it  possible  for 
the  institute  to  proceed  tp  draw  up  the  uniform  schedules  for  use  and  to  en- 
courage and  organize  the  taking  of  an  agricultur-^1  census  of  all  the  adher- 
ing countries  of  the  world  in  193C.     This  preliminary  v;ork  will  involve  a 
study  of  the  statistical  organizations,  systems  and  questionnaire  forms 
used  in  all  countries;  the  preparation  of  a  standard  form  of  schedule  to  be 
used  in  all  coimtries;  the  compilation  of  a  glo3sa.ry  of  the  terms  to  be  used 
in  taking  the  census;  the  outlining  of  rather  definite  plans  of  procedure 
for  taking  the  census,  and  the  approval  of  these  plans  by  the  general  as- 
sembly of  the  institute  in  192e.    A.iter  approx'-al,  the  plans  will  be  submitted 
to  proper  authorities  in  each  of  the  adliering  governments  by  the  director 
and  his  assistants  with  full  explanations  and  efforts  will  be  made  to  secure 
the  good  will  and  cooperation  of  these  authorities  in  each  country.

'The  selection  of  ¥ir.  Estatrook  cy  the  International  Institute  of 
Agriculture  to  be  director  for  the  stimulation  of  its  world  census  project 
is  a  recognition  of  the  advance  made  in  agricultural  statistics  "by  this 
department  and  the  part  he  has  taken  in  that  advance.     Mr.  Estahrook  re- 
organized the  Bureau  of  Statistics  in  1913  and  was  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of 
Crop  Estimates  until  its  consolidation  with  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural 
Econom-ics  in  1921-22,  of  which  he  "became  Associate  Chief.     He  v/as  loaned 
to  the  Government  of  Argentina  in  1923-24  to  reorganize  its  agricultural 
statistical  service,  which  he  accomplished  with  much  success.     Mr.  Esta- 
hrook  personally  knew  David  Luoin,   the  founder  of  the  institute,  and  repre- 
sented the  U.  S.  Department  of  i\griculture  as  a  delegate  at  the  first  meet- 
ing of  the  general  assembly  at  Rome  following  the  war,  in  1920,  so  that  he 
is  already  familiar  with  the  organization  and  work  of  the  institute.

Representatives  of  foreign  and  American  cotton  exchanges  and  asso- 
ciations will  meet  with  officials  of  this  bureau  in  Washington  on  March  9 
to  prepare  40  approved  copies  of  the  universal  standards  for  American- 
grown  cotton.     The  preparation  of  these  copies  of  the  universal  standards 
is  being  done  in  accordance  with  supplemental  agreement  A  negotiated  last 
summer  between  this  department  and  all  of  the  cotton  exchanges  of  Europe, 
exceiDt  Liverpool.     Fromi  these  40  copies,  sets  will  be  drawn  by  lot  to  be 
furnished  the  European  exchanges  to  serve  as  a  basis  for  arbitration  by 
the  committees  of  the  exchanges  £.dhcring  to  the  agreement.     Some  of  the 
remaining  sets  will  be  distributed  in  this  country  for  sim.ilar  purposes.

In  answer  to  the  Chief's  query,  Mr.  Marquis  said  that  the  Outlook  Report 
was  being  well  received  by  the  press,  that  the  plan  of  releasing  it  on  three 
separate  dates  had  secured  for  it  more  first  page  space  than  v/ould  othervrise  be 
possible,  and  the  clippings  seemed  to  shov:  that  its  tenor  was  understood  by  the 
reporters  and  publications  handling  it. 

Dr.  Taylor  then  continued  the  program  begun  last  week,  of  calling  on  the 
service  units  in  regard  to  what  he  termed  their  invisible  v^ork  toward  satisfactory 
biareau  results,     S.     ,  Mend-am.  outlined  the  vreekly  schedule  of  work  in  connection 
with  Crops  and  Markets,  called  attention  to  the  increasing  tendency  in  the  division^ 
to  send  their  material  in  at  the  latest  possible  moment  which  makes  for  less 
satisfactory  results  and  warned  against  changes  in  proof  which  run  up  the  expense. 
Miss  Caroline  Sherman  pointed  out  that  fewer  manuscripts  than  usual  had  been 
submitted  from  the  divisions  to  the  bureau  editorial  office  during  the  past  three 
m.onths  although  preliminary  reports  and  special  articles  have  been  increasing  in 
number.    A  review  of  the  intentions-to-print  reports  made  by  the  Heads  of  Divisions 
to  Mr,  Marquis  last  March  covering  the  period  from  March  to  September  192U  showed 
many  manuscripts  that  have  not  yet  been  heard  from*    Figures  giving  the  number  of 
manuscripts  pending,  in  press  and  issued  in  printed  form  at  the  present  time  and 
during  the  past  fiscal  year  T/ere  given. 

Miss  Miriam  Vance  gave  som.e  interesting  examples  of  errors  remedied  in 
the  Reviewing  Section  daily,  emphasized  the  necessity  of  initialing  the  carbon 
copy  of  letters  referred  for  approval  rather  than  the  "Prepared  By"  slip  which  is 
removed  later,  emphasized  the  fact  that  the  Secretary's  Office  wanted  only  the  ^ 
initials  of  the  Chief  or  Acting  Chief  on  the  "Initialed  By"  slips,  and  called 
attention  to  the  tendency  to  wait  until  kij,0  to  sign  mail  which,  means  a  very  long 
day  for  the  Reviewing  Section,    Moreover  if  letters  reach  that  section  after 
everyone  else  in  the  building  has  gone  it  is  often  impossible  to  complete  details 
and  mail  the  letter,    "I  do  not  know  how  the  bureau  could  operate  without  the 
Reviewing  Section"  concluded  the  Chief, 

Mr,  Sno77  was  asked  to  explain  how  he  routed  the  incoming  mail  and  explained 
other  details  regarding  the  handling  of  mails. 

Announcement  by  Dr,  Taylor  of  the  appointment  of  Mr,  Estabrook  as  Director 
of  the  World  Census  of  Agriculture  for  I93O  to  be  stimulated  by  the  International 
Institute  of  Agriculture  was  received  with  unanimous  gratification  by  those 
attending  the  council.    The  Chief  pointed  out  that  this  directorship  is  regarded 
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as  one  of  the  greatest  honors  that  could  be  conferred  upon  an  American  citizen. 
Several  h-ondred  crop  statisticians  and  agricultural  experts  from  all  over  the 
world  v/ere  candids,tes  for  the  position,  "but  the  institute  finally  went  outside 
the  list  of  candidates  and  tendered  Mr.  Estabrook  the  directorship,  i"hich  he 
has  just  accepted*     Mr.  Estabrook  stated  that  his  selection  ^^as  in  recognition 
of  the  advance  made  in  statistics  by  this  department,

Hearings  on  Johnson  hay 
are  to  be  held  in  Alabama  and  Texas;  on  wild  hay  in  Minnesota,  Hebraska, 
Missouri,  Kansas  and  Texas. 

Hearings  on  dry  edible  beans  are  scheduled  tentatively  for  Los 
Angeles,  San  Francisco,   Tviin  Falls,  Denver,  Billings,  Lansing  and  Roches- 
ter .

United  States  grades  for  cotton  linters  are  now  oelng  prepared  "oy 
G.   S.  Meloy,  of  the  Division  of  Cotton  Marketing,  and  it  is  expected  that 
these  permissive  standards  will  he  issued  in  the  spring.     They  will  con- 
sist of  7  grades,  each  grade  to  include  12  samples  as  follows:    4  repre- 
senting Eastern  linters;  4  Mississippi  Valley  linters;  and  4  representing 
Texas,  Oklahoma  or  Western  linters. 

Investigations  looking  toward  the  estahlishjneiit  of  standards  for 
cotton  linters  were  hegun  "by  the  bureau  last  May,  at  the  request  of  the 
Interstate  Cotton  Seed  Crushers'  Association  which  appointed  a  special 
committee  to  work  with  the  "bureau.     Mr.  Meloy  studied  the  requirements  of 
the  consmers  of  linters,  the  types  on  which  dealers  were  trading,  and 
the  product  of  a  large  n-amher  of  oil  mdlls  located  in  di'^-^erent  sections 
of  the  country,  and  recommended  a  scheme  of  classification  "based  primarily 
on  the  relative  proportions  of  long  and  short  fiher.     The  tentative  set  of 
grades  made  up  as  a  result  of  this  study  was  approved  last  month  by  the 
linters  committee  of  the  Interstate  Cotton  Seed  Crushers  Association,  and  . 
the  committee  indicated  its  intention  of  introducing  a  resolution  at  the 
next  annual  convention  of  the  association  urging  the  harear^  to  establish 
the  standards. 

The  Better  Bedding  Alliance  of  America  also  passed  a  resolutxon  at 
its  last  annual  meeting  approving  the  grades  and  calling  on  producers  and 
dealers  to  use  them..

The  American  Institute  of  Cooperation,  of  which  Dr.  H.  C   Taylor  is 
a  trustee  and  Lloyd  S.   Tenny,  Treasurer,  is  offering  a  four  weeks'  prac- 
tical course  in  cooperation.

Comparative  Use  of  the  Scenomic  Library  "by  the 
Various  'Jivisioiis  of  the  Bureau. 


The  graph  on  the  front  page  is  "based  on  an  actual  count  of  the  cir- 
culation and  special  requests  at  the  Periodical  Desk  and  the  Loan  Desk 
(books)   in  the  Bureau  Libi'ary  during  the  last  three  months,  November  and 
December,  1924,  and  January,  1925.     It  is  of  interest  to  note  that  every 
division  in  the  Bureau  m.akes  some  use  of  the  library    -  the  greatest  use 
being  by  those  divisions  doing  the  most  research  and  the  least  by  those 
concerned  with  operation  and  administration,  as  was  to  be  expected.     It  vi^as 
also  of  much  interest  to  observe  the  steadiness  of  this  use  as  the  figures 
kept  separate  for  each  of  these  three  months  showed  very  little  change  from 
month  to  month.     It  was  not  pra.cticable  to  bring  this  fact  cut  in  the  graph 
as  the  three  months'  period  v/a^  so  -short.     There  would  be  more  significance 
to  the  variation  if  we  had  figures  for  all  twelve  m.onths. 

It  should  be  remembered,  however,  that  figures  alone  can  never  tell 
the  story  of  a  library  or  measure  its  usefulness.     The  filling  of  one  re- 
quest may  take  hours  of  v/ork  or  even  days  or  weeks  if  the  compiling  of  a 
bibliography  is  involved,  and  in  another  case  may  involve  only  the  charging 
of  a  book.     The  figures  however  do  give  a  comparison  of  the  use  of  the  Li- 
brary by  the  different  divis^Oiip  of  the  Bureau  and  serve  as  a  certain  sort' 
of  measure  (in  the  absence  of  a  better  one)  of  the  activity  of  the  two  ser- 
vice desks. 

Periodical  Work. 

The  Bureau  Library  rece'.-'-es  and  records  approximately  1800  period- 
icals, a  large  number  of  v;hich  circulate.    Each  regular  circulation  repre- 
sents four  processes:     (1)  the  entering  or  recording  of  the  periodical  when 
received,    (2)  charging  it  to  the  individual  or  office  to  which  it  goes,  (3) 
discharging  it  when  returned,    (4)  filing  it  on  tne  shelves. 

Each  special  request  (this  covers  the  cases  when  a  periodical  has  to 
be  withdrav/n  fromi  the  regular  circulation  to  fill  an  urgent  and  immediate 
need)  involves  five  steps:   (1)  ">/he  requesting  of  the  periodical  from  the  per- 
son who  has  it  in  the  coixrse  of  the  regular  circulation,    (2)  the  charging  of 
it  to  the  person  putting  in  the  f special  request",    (3)  the  filing  of  a  dupli- 
cate of  the  special  request  in  the  "follow-up"  system,   (4)  the  discharging 
of  it  when  returned  by  the  "special"  borrower,  and  (5)  the  recharging  to  the 
person  from  whom  it  was  withdrawn  for  the  "special"  service. 

There  are  various  ways  in  vi^hich  this  work  with  periodicals  can  be 
improved  by  the  cooperation  of  borrowers.     Some,  of  them  may  be  enumerated  as 
f  ollov/s  ; 

When  possible  in  cases  where  extended  files  are  to  be  used  or 
Advance  the  late  issues  of  a  nuiflber  of  periodicals  bearing  on  a  certain 

notice  subject  are  wanted,  it  would  help  greatly  if  a  day's  notice  or 

even  a  few  hours'  notice  were  given  to  Miss  Gill  or  one  of  the 
assistants  at  the  Periodical  Desk.     Vifhen  a  request  like  this  comes  in  the 
midst  of  entering  the  morning's  mail,  and  the  user  wants  the  periodicals  at 
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once,  the  daily  routine  v/ork  has  to  he  stopped  in  order  to  collect  the  period- 
icals from  those  to  whom  they  may  he  charged  on  reg^alar  circulation.     Ihe  re- 
sult is  delay  in  getting  out  the  fray's  mail  and  many  users  may  he  inconven- 
ienced. 

\»hen  a  torrower  has  finished  with  a  magazine  and  pu.ts  it  in 
Cross  name        the  outgoing  mail  box  to  he  retiirned  to  the  Lihrar^^  it  is  im- 
off  yellow         portant  to  cross  off  his  or  her  name  on  the  yellow  slip.  If 
slip     '  this  is  not  done  there  is  more  than  a  possihility  that  it  may 

he  sent  hack  to  the  horrower  a  second  time,  though  we  try  to 
prevent  this  happening. 

The  efficiency  of  the  whole  system  of  handling  periodicals  is 
Prompt  dependent  upon  the  cooperation  of  the  borrowers  in  handling 

handling  library  periodicals  promptly.     It  is  not  practicable  to  main- 

tain a  follo'.v--up  system  for  all  the  periodicals  regularly  cir-  , 
culated,     '■lie  do  maintain  oue  for  all  "special  requests."     If  periodicals  be- 
come stalled  on  the  desk  of  a  person  who  is  out  of  town  or  for  the  time  being 
too  busy  to  use  them,  every  other  borrower  whose  name  follows  on  the  circu- 
lation list,  suffers,    he  earnestly  request  pi  cmpt  handling.     If  periodicals 
cannot  be  finished  within  t'wo  da^^s  they  should  be  sent  on  and  such  as  are 
needed  be  asked  for  later  after  the  regular  circiilation  is  finished. 

A  large  proportion  of  the  reference  qu.estions  v/hich  come  to  the 
Price  Periodical  Desk  relate  to  prices  and  many  users  of  the  Library 

Bibliography    do  not  seem,  to  know  of  the  Index  to  Som.e  Sources  of  Current 

Prices  compiled  in  the  Library  two  years  ago.     Greater  use  of 
this  would  often  save  time  as  definite  sources  of  current  Tz^rices  of  several 
hundred  comm.odities  are  lifted,  as  well  as  the  markets  from  which  the  prices 
are  quoted.     The  Library  h^s  on  hand  a  limited  supply  of  this  bibliography 
and  will  be  glad  to  give  a  copy  "co  any  one  whose  work  will  be  aided  by  its 
use . 

The  Library  v/ould  be  glad  to  know  what  periodicals  are  received 
Periodicals      direct  and  filed  in  the  Divisions.     Some  of  the  Divisions  are 
received  in      very  kind  in  kevjpii^g  us  supplied  v/ith  this  information  and  we 
Divisions         are  most  grateful,    he  believe,  however,   that  other  Divisions 

do  not  realize  how  useful  this  information  may  sometimes  be  to 
the  Library.     A  reference  to  a  Division  file  noy  sometimes  enable  us  to  answer 
a  question  proiriptly  that  v/oulci  otherwise  take  n:urs  because  the  Library  copy 
may  be  at  7th  and  B  or  some  other  outside  offio  or  a  periodical  may  have  to 
be  borrowed  from  another  library  because  our  copy  is  at  the  bindery. 

It  would  probabr^y  be  a  surprise  to  tne  users  of  the  Library  to 
Care  of  know  how  much  time  has  to  be  spent  in  mending  papers  and  period- 

Periodicals      icals  torn  in  use,  and  in  correspondence  necessary  to  obtain 

copies  to  replace  those  lost  in  the  Divisions.     One  of  the 
greatest  services  the  Library  can  perform  for  the  Bureau  is  that  of  making 
sure  that  files  are  complete  so  that  price  seouences  can  be  obtained  without 
break  when  needed.     If  papers  are  lost  in  circulation  or  so  mutilated  acci- 
dentally as  to  make  replacem.ent  necessary  this  service  becomes  very  difficult 
because  many  of  the  price  sheets  we  receive  and  file  go  out  of  print  almost 
immediately  and  it  is  impossible  to  obtain  a  new  copy.     Heedless  to  say  wil- 
ful mutilation  or  clipping  of  a  library  book,  periodical,  or  paper  is  con- 
trary to  a  Federal  Statute  (U.   S.   Stat.  v. 20.  p. 171)  and  is  a  penal  offense.

for  economic  ills,     'Ihe  Conference,  on  the  other  hand,  was  rem.arkable  for 
its  reliance  upon  s'e  If -he  J  p  made  effective  by  crgani2a,tion  -  if  I  may  bor- 
row a  definition  O'f  ' co-operation  from  the  industrial  movement,    ITo  demands 
were  made  for  state  assistance  ?i/hich  any  government  would  not  readily  con- 
cede.    Governments  were  a.ske.d  to  remeraoer,  and  act  upon,  a  principle  im- 
pressed upon  the  farmers^  thai;  the  improved  husbandry  they  taught  would  be 
far  more  likely  to  be  practised  in  communities  co-ope ra;tively  organized.  ' 
There  was  no  mention  of  protection,  bounties  or  subsidies  -  not  even  of  Im- 
perial Preference,'     In  one  other  respect  the  Conference  broke  fresh  ground.

Ap:ri cultural  Tariff 

"The  Economics  and  Politics  of  the  Agricultural  Tariff"  is  the  title 
of  an  article  "by  Clarence  A.  Wiley  of  the  University  of  Texas  in  the  Decenher 
1924  issue  of  the  Southr/e stern  Political  and  Social  Science  Q,uarterly,  The 
author  sho\7s  the  utter  failure  of  tariff  so  far  to  protect  tne  farmer  hec'use 
either  only  those  products  of  vvhich  he  had  an  enormous  surplus  were  protected 
or  the  duties  v/cre  ^^ndi  scrimina'Gely  ploced  that  they  had  no  effect  one  way  or 
the  other  on  the  farmer. 

Chinese  Rural  Economy  ' 

A'  Sj.rvey  of  Chinese  Rural  Econcmj/  was  undertalccn  hy  the  comxiittee 
on  Credit  and  Econoriic  Impro"vement,  appointed  Ly  the  China  Tn  t  em  at  ional 
jJ'ai'nine  Relief  Comxiissi.on  in  133-'.,     This  Survey  was  attempted  in  order-  to  de- 
termine if  possihle  "what  the  International  Coraivdttee  should  do  to  ameliorate 
the  economic  conditions  under  \7hich  so  maaiy  of  the  people  in  the  coimtry  live, 
and  which  are  a  very  important  contributing  factor  to  the  suffering  due  to 
famine,  and  to  carry  out  ameliorative  measures*"    Twenty-tv/o  different  insti- 
tutions were  asl'red  to  cooperate  in  this  investigation.     The  work  and  e:iper- 
iences  of  the  Tsing  Hua  Survey  wa-^e  written  up  "by  Carroll  3.  Halone  in  the 
Chinese  Social  and  Political  Sjoence  P.eviev;  for  Qctoher  1933.     The  results 
of  the  investigation  includirg  ta j-^.- lat ior s  of  various  kind^i  v/ere  written  up 
hy  J.  B.  Tayler  in  the  sam.e  review  for  April  i?24.     The  si-e  of  holdings  is 
given,  average  ages  of  workeis,  percentage ■  of  income  derived  from  farm  pro- 
duce, the  diet  of  a  ITorthchina  j.armrig  family  in  terms  of  vitamines,  proteins, 
calories,  etc.,  vrages.cost  of  living  and  many  other  factors  of  sifiiif iccnce . 

Cooperative  h'arketing  Finance ♦ 

John  M.  Chapman  of  Columbia  University  has  puolished  an  article  en- 
titled "Cooperative  l':arketing  Pinance''  in  the  Jecemher  192-i  issue  of  tne 
Political  Science  Quarterly.    Ho  states  that  trie  organization  of  cooperative  • 
marketing  associations  has  :.io.de  n.-cessary  many  changes  in  the  m.ethods  of 
financing  the  marketing  of  arrirA\ltural  coi-x:oditic s. "    The  so-called  mid- 
dlemen do  not  have  as  large  a  snaro  in  financing  as  uadcr  the  older  system. 
This  burden  is  being  ascnued  j.n  part  by  the  cooperative  associations.  The 
comiMercial  banks  continue  to  supply  the  great  "oulk  of  the  funds  for  this  pur- 
pose, and,  as  already  noted,  the  credit  is  advanced  to  a  greater  extent  to 
associations  who  in  turn  provilo  the  growers  with  funds  upon  delivery  of  their 
crops.     The  financial  un.it  ui:dr;r  this  system  has  increased  greatly  in  many 
cases  as  regards  the  size  of  tn^-"  individual  loans  made  by  banks,  hence  there 
are  fewer  borrowers  to  deal  \/ith.     The  .  increase  in  the  size  of  the  loans  has 
m.ade  it  necessary  to  go  into  the  larger  financial  ccxiters  rhere  the  banks  can 
lend  in  greater  amounts,  and  even  then,   che  larger  city  banks  can  not  pro- 
vide the  funds  single-handed.     Syndicates  have  been  formed  in  v/hich  several 
banks  were  brought  into  the  transaction.     Since  the  associations  have,  as  a 
general  rule,  no  capital  stock,  it  is  necessa.ry  to  provide  efficient  methods 
for  handling  the  comraodities  so-  that  the  lendixig  brnks  may  be  properly  se- 
cured at  all  times.    The  interest  rate  has  been  reduced  in  /lany  instances 
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thanks  to  larger  "UQiits  and  to  the  leict  that  other  financial  markets  can  he  re-  ; 
lied  upon  more  extensively„  ii\irther  changes  a,re  to  he  found  in  the  methods 
of  financing  and  disposing  of  m^ortgageo.  crops  and  the  postponement  of  final  ^ 
settlement  to  the  farmers  for  their  crops  v±Lich  are  maiketed  througia  the  as-  | 
sociations.  i| 
Banks  vers  at  first  slov;  in  many  sections  of  the  ccantry  to  take  hold  | 
of  the  proDlems  of  financing  the  marketing  associations.  The  associations,  \ 
organized  for  the  most  part  without  capital  stock  and  lacking  e:rperience  in  ; 
financing,  found  it  diffica.lt  in  the  hegiiming'  to  secure  all  the  funds  they 
needed.  In  order  to  encourage  the  movement  and  to  assist  the  farmers,  the  :1 
Federal  government  thvovfl:  the  "i'/ar  Finance  Corporation  offered  to  advance  funds  ; 
to  the  associations.  Altho'ojh  the  actual  amoimt  supplied  was  snail  when  com- 
pared to  the  total  needed.  It  had  a  desirahle  effect.  It "is  telieved  that  the  < 
larger  city  hahLis  understood  and  s^Tupathized  with  the  movement  hefore  the  - 
idea  was  accepted  oy  the  country  hanks.  In  many  places  the  associations  find  | 
it  increasingly  easier  to  secure  funds  in  large  amoraits  hoth  ai^iong  local'  and  j 
large  city  hanks.

"ready  reduced  the  cost  of  xredit  for  miarketing  purposes  where  the  associations  j 
are  heing  properly  ma.-.agad,  I':  s/.'vold  bsnd  to  'J.-^ssen  the  amount  of'  store  j 
credit  used,  which  is  genera]  J.y  vary  costly,  to  encourage  the'  farrraers  to  a-  j 
do^t  more  scientific  methcdj  of  a;'.ro'ir.ting,  aird  to  improve  the,ir  methods  of 
managing  and  financing  their  operacions .  So  far  it  ha.s  done  very  littie  in  j 
the  way  of  providing' funds  for  the  prod-iction  of  crops  hut  looks"  prim.arily  to  : 
the  marketing  stage,  Tfl.i:' le  marketing  associations  have  hrought  ahout  many  de-  ;

"Grower-group  control  at  any  rate  is  somid  in  theory.  Content  on  the 
part  of  the  groviers  is  said  to  come  only  with  control  hy  the  grov/ers,  and  ^ 
control  is  said  to  he  feasihle  only  in  local  g:^oups;  so  the  federated  associa-  j 
tion  hased  upon  farmer-run  local  associations  is  approved,  B^ut  the  centralized  j 
associations  also  have  their  side  of  the  story.  In  hr?.cfs  their  argument  is  i 
"this:  control  hy  the  farmers  hrings  not  content  tut  discontent;  it  has  in  the  i 
past,  in  fact,  v^recked  many  associations.     Content  on  the  part  of  the  growers  :

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can  "be  attained  by  better  and  safer  means  than  control  "by  tlie  grov/ers.  Hence, 
the  theoretically  ideal  grov/er-control  is  "onvvorkahle  in  practice...    Of  eight 
co-operative  managers  intervievred,  tv/o  only  claimed  grower-group  control  v/as 
fundamental  for  an  association*    Needless  to  state,  both  of  these  managers 
who  favored  gro\7er-group  control  headed  associations  of  the  older  type,  based 
on  grower  participation.     But  even  these  managers  realized  that  grower-group 
control  was    »cui:ibersome ,  although  it  allowed  farmers  to  run  their  own  basi- 
ness  and  have  a  voice  in  their  own  affairs.'  The  consensus  of  the  association 
manager's  opinions  is  against  allovdng  farmers  to  manage  co-operatives-  in  any 
very  great  degren. 

"In  suivimai:/,  it  vdll  be  revealed  that  the  consensus  of  the  marketing 
authorities'  o:._:iion  was  in  favor  of  grower- control.    Here,  then,  is  a  clear 
differe.ice  of  or.inion  bet\7een  the  men  of  practice  and  the  men  of  theory. 
Both  groups  are  partly  right.  '  Grower-group  control  has  grreat  advantages  . 
and  serious  disadvantages.    -It  makes  for  the  contentment  of  the  grower;  it 
allows  him  to  participate  in  cooperation;  it  serves  as  the  logical  basis 
for  the  development  of  a  spirit  of  cooperation.    But  it  exposes  the  associa- 
tion to  the  danger  of  internal-  friction  and  even  disintegration.    Yet,  as  a 
general  proposition,  grov;or-group  control  is  to  be  desired.     In  a  true  co- 
operative association,  based  upon  growers'  participation ' in  market ing.  It  is 
indispensable.    However,  v/hen  growers  organize  not  as  miich  to  co-operate  in 
marketing  as  to  secure  higher  prices,  control  can  be  placed  in_  the  hands  of  a 
remote  agency,  ..and  -the  farmers  will  not  necessarily  become  dissatisfied.  By 
artificial  means  the  contentment  of  the  farmers  can  be  maintained,  and  then 
grower-group  control  is  not  necessary."

The  Problem  of  A;g;riculture . 

An.  article  with  the  title  above,  written  by  Rerford  Guy  Tugwell,  ap- 
peared in  the  December  1924  issue  of  the  Political  Science  ,Q;j.arterly.  The 
author  reviews  the  lack  of  equilibrium  which  periodically  exists  between  the 
values  of  farm  products  and  those  of  manufactured  products,  to  show  that  agri- 
culture is  less  able  than  other  industries  to  resist  price  declines,  and  that 
any  solution  of  the  agricultural  problemx  mast  contain  a  correction  of  this  con- 
dition.    He-  takes  up  in  detail  the  several  proposals  v;hich  have  been  made  for 
the  relief  of  agrari'an  distress  in  recent  years,  ajid  discusses  them  critically. 
He  thinks  that  the  Joint  Comr::ission  of  Agricultural  Inqr.iry  presented  a  report 
v/hich  constitutes  a  mine  of  nev;  information  which  ivill  have  a  continuing  use- 
fulness for  many  years.    He  criticizes  Beverly,  however.,  the  inferences,  dra-xm. 
by  the  Commission  which  he  considers  an  aiiti-clima::  Then  the  excellent  presento- 
ticn  of  the  fact  material  is  considered.     He  thinks  that  the  farmer's  position 
can  be  bettered  only  by  means  calculated  to  ena.ble.  him  to  resist  price  declines 
as  manuf axturers  do,  and  that  the  "fact-finders  overlooked  the  most  important 
area  of  their  inquiry  and  the  Co::imi3sion  its  oirportunity  for  a  significant  con- 
tribution to  economically  so-ond  statesmanship,"  by  its  failure  to  point  this 
out  and  make  recommendations  to  that  end.

In  19^0  the  proportion  had  ' 
fallen  to  48,6,    That  fact  represents  a  very  definite  turning  point.     It  swings  : 
the  balance  of  political  power  from  the  countr;^'  to  the  torais.    Unless  all  the  ! 
lessons  of  history  are  belied,  the  swing  will  continue  with  increasing  impetus,  ; 
The  endless  economic  feud  between  industralisn  and  agriculture  -  between  con- 
suraerS' and- producers  of  food  -  takes  a,  new  aspect  in  a  democratic  country  when  j 
the  majority  shifts  over  to  the  o'cher  side.     The  implications  of  the  change  i 
will  bccor.e  apparent  very  slowly,  but  they  will  dominate  the  future,..    At  a  \ 
convention  of  real  estate  brokers,  held  a,t  Ladison,  Wisconsin,  last  Eebiu.ary,  ] 
Dr,  Wehrwein  stated  that  faiTi-lands  were  reverting  to  forest  and  brush  at  the  | 
rate  of  a  million  acres  cOinually,  that  increases  occurred  only  in  the  semi- 
arid  lands  of  the  West,  and  that  the  e^rcent  of  uniraproved  land  in  farms  \?as  in- 
creasing  in  all  bat  twelve  States.  \ 
"The  wholesale  abandonment  of  farm  lands  in  the  face  of  increasing  popu-  : 
lation  is  an  economic  phenom-cnon,  the  explanation  of  v;hich  is  not  inmiediately  ; 
apparent.     In  some  measure  it  is  the  continuance  of  a  sccalar  movement  which  ; 
is  characteristic  of  large  countries  in  process  of  settlement.     In  the  United  i 
States  the  westward  trend  in  the  course  of  a  century  has  shifted  the  centre  | 
of  population  from  the  ?8th  to  the  36th  m.eridian,     Earmers  from  the  Atlantic      .  , 
seaboard  have  relinquished  their  farms  to  take  up  others  in  the  path  of  pro- 
gress, and  there  have  not  always  been  successors  willing  to  occupy  the  desert-  ■ 
ed  holdings.     This  movement,  however,  belongs  rather  to  the  past  than  the  pre-  ■ 
sent,  and  there  are  few  unoccupied  farms  in  the  Eastern  States.    A  more  influen-  : 
tial  reason  is  given  in  a  valuable  article  on  land  utilization  written  by  Dr.  L.  j 
C.   Gray,  in  collabora.t ion  with  members  of  the  staff  of  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural: 
Economiics  and  of  the  Eo rest  Service.  j 
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"Land  settlement  no  longer  consists  of  the  spontaneous  migration  of  pop- 
ulation to  virgin  pulolic  lands  of  liigli  quality.    At  present  it  is-  largely  in- 
duced iDy  the  ceaseless  activity  of  various  classes  of  land--selling  agencies 
seeking  to  profit  iDy  the  sale  of  land..^    Experience  has  sho'~n  that  rith  suf- 
ficiently strong  selling  methods  it  is  posHitle  to  find  "bu^'-ers  for  land  entircl 
unsuitahle  for  farming.     These  forces  and  nethods  have  resialted  m  the  continua 
misdirection  of  land  utilization  and  settlenent. 

"It  is  argued  tha.t  this  misdirection  has  "been  due  to  the  ahsence.  of  any 
systematic  or  considered  policy  of  land  settlement.     'The  let  alone  policy  of 
the  past  fe\7  decades  has  heen  a  source  of  enormous  economic  waste  and  social 
misery.  ' , . . 

"A  prohlera  which  is  regarded,  at  the  present  time  and  under  e::i sting 
circumstances,  "by  the  large  majority  of  i\merican  farmers,  as  ixrgent  and  vital, 
is  that  of  the  distri'oation  and  marketing  of  their  produce.     Improvement  of 
cultivation  of  crops  and  of  livestock  is  recognized  as  highly  important.  The 
scientific  and  practical  v/ork  carried  on  at  the  federal  and  Sta.te  e::periment al 
stations,  and  at  the  Agricultural  Colleges,  "by  a  host  of  highly  C[ualified  and 
enthusiastic  investigators  and  teachers  is  impressive,     A  full  description  of 
the  agricultural  and  economic  activities  of  any  one  of  the ■ mult itude  of  insti- 
tutions throughout  the  country,  or  a  mere  sumiiiary  of  the  operations  of  the 
Jederal  Department  of  Agriculture  at  VJashington,  v/otild  "be  very  lengthy.  There 
is  alrundant  evidence  of  great  and  incieasing  appreciation  of  the  imjjortance  of 
the  productive  side  of  the  farmer's  "business.    But  the  distrioutive  side,  for 
the  time  "being  at  least,  is  generally  regarded  as  even  more  insistent.., 

"The  whole  su"bject  of  the  marketing  of  lAmerican  farm  crops  is  of  extreme 
interest,  and  the  co-operative  m.ethods  aciopted  are  particularly  ^-^orth  conaidera 
tion  hy  English  fanners,  nota^bly  in  regard  to  those  products  v.hich  are  sold  in 
the  home  markets.     Tlie  literature  on  the  su'oject  is  very  volu.uinous,  for  every 
University  and  College  has  a  staff  of  economists  studying  the  suoject  and  con- 
tri"buting  to  its  examination  and  exposition.     Space  fails  to  give  even  the 
"barest  outlines  of  the  admirahle  work  which  is  "being  carried  out  in  this  connec- 
tion. 

•'The  rural  prohlems  of  .Ajnerica  have  a  closer  relation  to  those  of  this 
country  than  is  commonly  realized.     Cur  insular  ignorance  and  indifference 
hinder  us  from  tinderstanding  bhe  relationship,  aid  even  to  those  who  are  well 
informed  on  transatlantic  tendencies  -  a  sparse,  "but  happily  increasing,  nvia- 
"ber  -  the  agricultural  affairs  of  the  United  Gtates  appear  remote  from  our  in- 
terests and  hidden  from  our  understanding.     It  was  -onexpected;   therefore,  to 
find  evidence  in  i^merica  of  a  familiarity  with  British  agrarian  questions  anong 
so  many  of  those  v/ith  whom  I  came  in  contact  during  a  visit  of  a  fev/  weeks  last 
surmmer...     The  rural  prohlems  of  the  United  States  have  their  counterpart  in 
the  British  Isles,  and  on  "both  sides  of  the  Atlantic  a  "better  comprehension  of 
their  correlation  and  interaction  cai^not  fail  to  help  in  their  solution." 

Sir  Henry  Rew  discusses  also  the  im-portance  attached  to  the  study  of  rural 
sociology  in  the  United  States,  and  descri'oes  at  come  length  the  cnaracter  of 
the  work  "being  carried  on  "by  Dr.  Galpin  ajn.d  his  cc-v;crkers  in  the  Division  of 
Jarm.  Population  and  Hu.ral  Life  of  this  Bureau,    He  writes:     "Tlie  aim  of  those 
who  arc  seeking  to  promote   '"better  "being'  is,  in  the  first  place  to  arouse  the 
desire  for  it...     The  work  of  the  rural  sociologist  is  passionary  and  propagand- 
ist.   He  has  to  stimialate  the  sentiment  of  social  responsihility,  to  awaken  the 
latent  community  spirit  and  to  promxotc  the  cooperation  of  all  mem"bers  of  the 
comjiTunity  in  the  comizon  efffirt...     The  fxindamental  principle  is  the  cstahlish- 
ment  of  active  coo'unity  life*     On  this  foundation  all  else  can  "be  "built;  "but 
without  that  foundation  the  awakening  of  activity  results  in  sectionalism,  cli  — 
quism  and  eventual  discord.     Those  rcsponsi"blc  for  the  vigorous  country  life 


movement  in  Ai:ierica  have  "been  s-af f iciently  clear-sighted  to  see  the  rural 
social  problem  steadily,  and  to  see  it  v7hole„" 

Stabilization  of  Lgriailtural  Prices.  ■ 

The  Journal  of  Political  Economy  "for  Pehraary  1935  contains  an  article' 
"by  J,  A,  Estey  of  R^rdue  University,  entitled  "Stabilizing  Agricultural  Prices."' 
After  discussing  the  various  methods  of  avoiding  price  declines  in  the  f ac'e  ■•of 
a  production  greater  than  the  effective  demaiid  by  (1)  the  destruction  of  a 
part  of  the  product  (2)  duiiping  abroad  and  (3)  putting  the  exce&s  into  storage,- 
the  author  states  that  "^orofound  study  is- heeded  before  the  control  .of  output 
and  the  stabilization  of  agricultural  prices  are  likely  to  be  even  partially 
realized*     Ihe  present  spontaneous  method  of  bringing  supply  into  harmony  with 
demand  by  the  alternating  effects  of  prof itv'and  loss  is  crude  enough,  and- 
works  infinite  ha.rdship  in  m£.ny  cases.     But.  nothing  is  gained  by  avoiding  the 
difficulties  ivhich  nrust  be  faced  in  aayMi^xo gram  of  more  conscious  or,  if  one 
prefers,  more  intelligent  control.    iTot/^\ch  conscious  control  is  to  be  shujined. 
On  the  contrary,  it  may  be  v/ell  T;orth  attempting.     It  is  quite  in  line  with   ,  ^ 

other  modern  developments  in  economic  control,  and  i-s  probably  the  path  of  pro- 
gress.   But  the  problem  involved art ly  political  but  T^redcminantiy  economic, 

must  be  resolutely  and  fearlessly  faced,  or  it  v/ill  bring  in  its  train  more  ; 
evils  than  it  avoids,  to  say  nothing  of  the  spiritual  evils  of . disappointment 
and  discouragement. 

"The  difficulty  of  organizing  efficiently  thousands  of  hi^;ly  individual- 
istic agriculturists  may  somehow  be  overcome.     It  is  es ben ishing' what  human 
will  has  done.     The  hardest  problem  will  be  to  restrain  such  an  organization.  ' 
from  rushing  headlong  into  prograins  that  sound  easy  but  lead  nowhere.  There 
is  probably  no  more  difficult  task  than  to  mai^:e  .even  the  most  enlightened  face 
the  unwelcome  com.plications  involved  in  som.ething  they  want  very  badly.  How 
much  more  so  the  economjically  illiterate  farm.erj"  ,  '.

2.     STANDARDIZATION  OF  COTTON 

BALING  l/ILTHQDS  PROPOSED.         '        .  •        .  . 

Investige tions  looking  toward  the  standardization  of  cotton  baling 
methods  and  the  selling  of  cotton  on  a  net  weight  basis  v;ere  urged  in  a 
resolution  adopted  by  the  representatives  attending  the  cotton  conference 
last  Tuesday.     The  bureau  was  uj"ged  also  to  continue  its  studies  of  ginning 
practices,  sampling  methods  in  trade  channels  that  result  'in  a  ''citj''  crop" 
of  150,000  bales  of  cotton  a  year,  high  density  compression,  and  cotton 
handling  methods  generally. 

It  was  proposed  that  ano.ther  conference  of  the  cotton  industry  be 
called  at  the  completion  of  our  preliminary  studies,  at  v/hich  time  consid- 
eration will  be  given  the  desirability  of  fixing  uniform  methods  of  cover- 
ing cotton  to  eliminate  irregularities  in  "tare''  weights,  and  to  the  subject 
of  selling  Cotton  on  a  net  weight  basis. 
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3.  MOUTMTA  ISSUES  OUTLOOK  STATEt/IElTT 

BAS5D  OU  OUH  BEFORT. 

The  value  of  agricultiaral  outlook  reports  is  thoroughly  appreciated 
"by  Montana  college  and  extension  authorities  as  shown  "by  the  fact  that  at 
the  time  this  hureau  compiled  its  report  on  the  world  situation,  Montana 
had  two  representatives  present  who  interpreted  the  world  report  under 
Montana  conditions  and  prepared  what  they  believed  to  "be  the  most  conserva- 
tive suggestions  for  the  farmers  and  stockmen  of  their  State.    Ba.sed  upon 
these  interpretations,  the  Montana  State  College  Extension  Service  issued 
a  printed  bulletin  under  date  of  Eehruary  15,  entitled  "Montana's  Agricul- 
tural Outlook  for ^1925" .     The  assistance  rendered  by  our  staff  in  preparing 
the  bulletin  is  acknowledged. 

M.  L.  Wilson,  in  charge  of  the  Division  of  Farm  Management  and  Costs, 
is  on  a  one-year  leave  of  absence  from  the  Montana  College,  which  expires 
June  30.    Itr.  Wilson,  with  H.  E.  Selby,  Assistant  Professor  of  larm  Manage- 
ment of  the  college,  are  the  authors  of  the  Montana  bulletin. 

4.  MILK  MARICET  REPORTIIC^  SERVICE  ■  , 

EOR  KEW  YORK  CITY  CQHTEM-FLATBiD. 

Establishment  of  a  market  reporting  service  on  fluid  milk  and  cream 
for  the  IJew  York  City  milk  district  was  discussed  at  a  conference  held  at 
New  York  City  last  week  and  attended  by  Roy  C.  Potts,  and  representatives 
of  Cornell  University,  Hew  York  State  Department  of  larms  and  Markets, 
Dairyman's  League  and  the  Milk  Conference  Board.     This  service,  if  estab- 
lished, will  be  similar  in  many  respects  to  other  market  news  reporting 
services  in  that  it  will  show  supply  and  demand,  prices  and  market  condi- 
tions of  fluid  milk  and  cream.     Mr.  Potts  reports  that  the  suggestions  for 
the  service  were  received  very  favorably  and  the  Milk  Conference  Board  re- 
quested an  outline  of  just  what  the  service  contemplates  before  it  gives 
full  approval  to  it.     If  undertaken  the  work  would  be  in  cooperation  with 
the  State  Department  of  Parms  and  Markets  and  possibly  Cornell  University. 

5.  LUI^CHEOIT  I]\T  HOKOR  OP  SECRETARY. 

Executives  in  the  department  gave  a  luncheon  yesterday  noon  in  honor 
of  Secretary  Gore  who  retires  tomorrow  to  become  Governor  of  Y»est  Virginia. 
The  luncheon  v;as  held  at  the  Hotel  Hamilton  here  and  was  attended  by  Chiefs 
and  Assistant  Chiefs  of  the  different  bureaus  and  independent  units  of  the 
department,  about  60  in  a.ll.     Mr.   Tenny,  Mr.  Marquis,  Mr.  Kitchen  and  Mr. 
Hughes,  of  this  bureau,  were  among  those  present'. 

6.  COHTAIIIER  REPORT  VaSLL 

RECSI\'ED  SY  TRADE. 

"The  package  industry,  as  a  whole,  should  feel  under  great  obliga- 
tions to  you  and  your  department  for  accijmulating  the  data"  writes  a  large 
fruit  package  manufacturer  of  Tennessee  to  H.  A.  Spilman  relative  to  the 
report  on  the  production  and  carry-over  of  fruit  and  vegetable  containers 
for  1924.     ''The  report"   the  letter  continues  "is  a  comprehensive  one  and 
shows  that  a  vast  amount  of  statistical  labor  has  been  employed  in  its 
make-up. 
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7 .  AT  THE  BUREAU  COUI'TCIL. 

That  diversity  of  crops  and  climate  and' great  distances  complicate 
the  solution  of,  the  marketing  problems  of  Texas  was  pointed  out  "by  vn'.  3. 
Lanham,  Marketing  Specialist  of  the  Texas  Extension  Service.    Mr.  Lanham 
outlined  many  of  the  unique  problems  that , extension  specialists  are  called 
upon  to  solve  '.vith  a  view  to  acqiaa.inting  oiu'  men  with  the  situation  in  his 
State.     His  purpose  in  coming  to  "w'ashington  was  to  find  out  what  informa- 
tion this  bureau  had  available  that  v;ould  help  him  in  assisting  the  farmer 
with  his  marketing  problems  and  to  establish  contacts  for  getting  our  in- 
formation across  to  his  state  organization. 

Shipping-point  inspection  work,  1/Ir.  Lanham  said,  sold  the  Department 
of  Agriculture  to  Texas.     However,  he  pointed  out  that  the  state  had  been 
getting  effective  assistance  long  before.     He  traced  some  of  the  modern 
developments  in  co.tton  marketing  in  Texas  back  to  early  demonstrations 
given  in  that  state  by  cotton  classers  of  the  former  Bureau  of  Markets. 
The  leaflets  relating  to  the  buying  of  eggs  on  grade  and  hints  on  marketing 
t'orkeys  prepared  by  Mr.  Potts'  division  had  been  particularly  timely  and 
helpful,  he  said.     Standardization  and. market  news  v/ork  of  all  kinds  is  of 
interest  to  the  people  of  the  Lone  Star  State. 

Ivlr.  Marquis  outlined  briefly  what  the  bureau  is  doing  to  sell  its 
service  to  the  states..   He  mentioned  the  several  weekly  and  monthly  period- 
icals and  the  rcessage  each  is  endeavoring  to  carry,  and  exhibited  a  chart 
depicting  material  this  bureau  can  furnish  to  extension  workers.     He  stated 
that  120,000  copies  of  the  outlook  report  are  being  placed  in  the  hands  of 
persons  directly  interested  in  it,  and  that  through  the  farm  press  the  bu- 
reau is  getting  its  message  directly  across  to  farmers.     In  each  case,  I'Ir. 
Marquis  called  on  Mr.  Lanham  to  say  whether  the  item  under  discussion  was 
performing  its  proper  function  in  Texas.

Carroll  F.  j>avall,  fire  captain  for  the 
bureau,  has  designated  emploj^'oes  on  each  floor  to  turn  in  the  alarm,  handle 
fire  apparatus,  and  assist  the  staff  to  the  fire  escapes  and  the  stairway, 
in  case  of  fire.     A  meeting  will  probably  be  called  this  week  to  discuss 
the  best  methods  of  handling  apparatus,  available ,  and  to  consider  the  de- 
sirability of  conducting  fire  drills.

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1.    EFFICIENCY  AW  PROMOTIOi^S. 

In  connection  ^vith  the  operation  of  the  Classification  Act,  there 
will  be  sent  to  Washington  employees  this  week  notification  of  the  service, 
■  grade  and  class  in  which  each  has  "been  allocated  and  the  efficiency  rating. 

Memorand-ums  have  been  prepared  to  division  leaders  and  will  be  dis- 
tributed today  or  tomorrow  advising  of  promotions  effective  on  the  basis  of 
the  new  efficiency  register,  which  for  the  first  time  involves  the  technical, 
scientific  and  clerical  staff.     These  promotions  have  been  accomplished  by 
advancement  of  one  salary  step  within  the  grade  and  represent  an  effort 
toward  salary  adjustment  of  employees  whose  compensation  is  most  out  of 
line  with  others  doing  comparable  work.     In  some  instances,   it  is  pointed 
out,  it  has  been  impossible  to  accomplish  promotion  within  certain  grades 
because  the  law  provides  that  the  average  salary  of  all  employees  in  a  grade 
can  not  exceed  the  average  salary  of  that  grade.    The  law  also  provides  that 
promotions  can  be  made  only  when  funds  are  available  therefor. 
<        :       Promotions  in  the  field  service  have  been  accomplished,  so  far  as

$  2.  COTTON  R5PBSSEIITATIVES  '      '        .  . 

MEET  TO  PP.EPAHE  UInTB^RSAL  STANDARDS. 

Representatives  of  European  and  American  cotton  associations  met  with 
^departmental  officials  here  yesterday  and  will  continue  to  meet  throughout 
^the  week  to  prepare  UO  sets  of  the  universal  standards  to  be  used  in  Inter- 
national trade  in  American  cotton  during  the  coming  year.    Although  tiie 
Liverpool  Cotton  Association  and  the  Federation  of  Master  Cotton  Spinners' 
Association  had  previously  indicated  that  they  would  not  renew  their  agreement 
to  Use  the  universal  standards,  they  sent  representatives  to  the  conference. 

Secretary  Jardine  extended  a  welcome  on  behalf  of  the  department  and 
urged  the  conferees  to  come  to  a  common  understanding  on  the  cotton  standards. 
He  said  that  "the  standardization  of  farm  products  is  a  vital  necessity  in 
bringing  about  orderly  marketing  so  as  to  reduce  the  spread  in  prices  between 
producers  and  consumers.    Orderly  marketing  is  not  possible  until  you  have 
orderly  production,   in  which  standardization  is  an  essential  feature.  Owe 
desire  is  to  try  to  com.e  to  a  common  understanding  on  a  workable  plan  of 
standardization  that  will  help  all  concerned,  which  will  cut  down  the  spread 
and  get  back  to  the  producer  as  much  as  possible  for  his  efforts, " 

Dr.  Taylor,  who  presided,  described  briefly  the  steps  that  had  been 
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taken  in  preserving  copies  of  the  standards,  according  to  the  agreement 
entered  into  "between  this  department  and  the  E-oropean  exchanges . 

The  original  set  of  standards  placed  in  the  Treasnxy  has  been  withdrami 
and  is  "being  used  as  a  basis  for  checking  the  UO  sets  which  are  now  in  process 
of  making.    About  22  foreign  and  10  American  delegates  are  participating  in 
the  sessions.

The  PUP,IIELL  BILL,"  (E.S.  1^7)  "to  authorize  the  more  complete  • 
endoMnent  of  agricultural  experiment  stat  ions"  /  was  signed  "by  the 
President  on  Fehr-caiy  2^- -  ■  This  act  authorizes  an  appropriation  in"  ^ 
■addition  to  amounts  now  received  by  agricultural  experiment  stations 
of  $20,000  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  Jur.e  30,.  1926;  $30,000  for 
;  1927; ^$U0, 000  for  192g;     $50,000  for  1929;  $60,0C0  for  1930; 
and  $60,000  for  each  fiscal  year  thereafter  to  be  paid  to  each  State 
and  Territory*****.    The  funds -shall  be  used  exclusively  for  "conducting 
investigations  or  making  experiments  bearing  directly  on  the  production, 
man-Qf  acture;  preparation,  use,  "distribution  and  marke t ing -  of  agricultural 
products,  and  including  such  scientific  researches  as' have  for  their 
purpose  the  establishment  and  maintenance  of  a  permanent  and  efficient 
agricultural  industry,  and  such  economic  and  sociological  -  investigations 
as  have  for  their  p-^ixrpose  the  development  and  improvement  of  the  rural 
hom.e  and  rural  life,  and  for  printing  and  disseminating  the  results  of 
said  researches."      An  appropriation  of  $960, 000  'to  cover  the  work  for 
the  fiscal  year  I926  was- carried  in  a  deficiency  bill  (H.R.  12392)  signed 
by  the  President  on  March  k.    The  passage  of  the  purnell  bill  was  recommended 
by.  the  President ' s  Agricultural- Conference. 

The  FLETGEE.R-3TSCKG  BILL',   (S.  3632)  ,  "to  amend  the  Federal  Farm  Loan 
Act  and  the  Agricultural  Credits  Act  of  1923  was  passed  and  signed  by  the 
President  on  March  k.    The  Agricultural  Credits  Act  of  .1-923  authorized  the 
.    formation  of  national  agricultural,  credit  corporations  but  did  not  give 
such'  corp-o rations  the  right  to  rediscount  this  paper  with  the  intermediate 
credit  banks.    As  amended,  the  laM  authorizes  intermediate  credit  banks  - 

-     "To  discount  for,  or  purchase  from,  any  national  bank,  and/or 
any  State  bank,  trust  company,  agricialtural  credit  corporation,  in- 
corporated livestock  loan  company,  savings  institution,  cooperative 
bank,  cooperative  credit  or  marketing  association  of  agricultural 
produ.cers,  organized  under  the  laws  of  any  State,  or  of  the  Goverrjment 
of  the  United  State's,  and/or  any  other  Federal- intermediate  credit 
'bank,  with  its  indorsement,  any  note,  draft,  bill  of  exchange, 
debenture,  or  other  such  obligation  the .proceeds  of  which  have  been 
advanced  or  used  in  the  first  instance  for  any  agricultural  purpose 
or  for  the  raising,  breeding,  fattening,  or' marketing  of  livestock." 
This  meas-'ore  was  indorsed  by  the  president's  Agricultural  Conference.  ^ 

S.  J.  Res.  169,  authorizing  a  reduction  in  grazing  fees  on  public  lands 
as  a  measure  of  relief  for  cattle  raisers,  was  signed  by  the  President  on 
March  h.

D-uring  the  first  session  of  the  sixth-eighth  Congress,  the  following, 
act  was  passed: 

Pu>)lic  Ho.  lllf-,  authorizing  the  Department  of  Agricultiire  to  issue  s.emi- 
monthly  cotton  crop  reports  and  providing  for  their  publication  simultaneously 
with  the  ginning  reports  of  the  Department  of  Commerce,  approved  May  3.  152^. 

3ills  of  interest  which  failed  to  become  laws  during  the  sixty-eight h  Congress. 

'Kv'hen  Congress  adjourned  on  March  U,  there  was  a  very  large  number  of 
bills  pending  which  were  cf  interest  to  agriculture. 

The  CAPPEH-HAUGElJ  SILL,  "to  create  a  Federal  Cooperative  Marketing  Board, 
to  provide  for  the  registra.tion  of  cooperative  marketing,   clearing  house,  and 
terminal  market  organizations  and  for  other  purposes"  was  reported  to  the  House 
by  the  Agricultural  Committee.    On  the  floor  .of  the  House,  a  soTnewhat  simular 
bill  by  Mr.  Dickinson,  was  substituted  for  the  Haugen  bill  and  was  passed  by 
the  House.     The  Dickins-on  bill,  differed  from  the  Cjpper-Haugen  bill  chiefly 
in  that  it  did  not  "orovide  for  the  registration  of  cooperative  associations  in 
a  Federal  system.,  or  for  the  form.ation  of-  clearing  house  and  termdnal  market 
organizations.     It  authorized  the  Board  to  cooperate  with  the  Bureau  of 
Agricultural  Economics  in  aiding  cooperative  associations,  making  surveys  of 
marketing  problems,  etc.     The  Senate  Com.mittee  favorably  reported  the  original 
Capper-Haugen  bill,  however,  and  no  f-'orther  attempt  was  made  to  pass  this  measure « 
Several  other  bills  of  a,  somewhat  similar  nature  were  introduced  during  the 
session  but  none  passed. 

The  McNAHY-ILAL'GEw  farmer '  s  export  corporation  bill  was  reintroduced 
in  modified  form,  and  received  further  consideration  d'oring  the  second  session, 
but  failed  to  pass  either  House. 

S.  J.  Res,  107,  by  Mr.  Smith,   instructing  the  Interstate  Commerce 
Commission  to  adjust  freight  rates  on  agricultural  commodities  to  the  lowest 
rates  compatible  with  the  transioortation  service  was  passed  by  the  Senate. 

A  number  of  other  bills  for  the  purpose  of  amending  the  Cotton  -futures 
Act  were  introduced  but  none  ri&re  passed. 

A  bill  (s.3011)  by  Mr,  Stanfield  to  liberalize  the  retirement  provisions 
for  federal  employees  passed  both  Houses  but  was  lost  at  the  end  of  the  session 
throagh  not  receiving  final  action  in  the  House  on  the  Conference  Report, 
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A  large  number  of  bills  having  for  their  object  the  improvement  of 
agricultural  credit  through  amendments  to  the  Farm  Loan  Act,  the  Agricultural 
Credits  Act,  and  the  Federal  Reserve  Act  T?/ere  on  the  calendar  at  the  close  of 
the  session  as  well  as  bills-  amending  the  Transportation  Act  and  the  Revenue 
Act . 

Bills  providing  for  standards  for  bread,  containers,  milled  feeds, 
etc.,  and  for' various  other  purposes,  were  also  pending. 

A  bill       Mr„  Ransdell,   (S.  37S3),   to  amend  the  Cotton  Futures  Act 
and  Cotton  Standards  Act  so  as  to  give  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  authority 
to  Use  such  m.eans  as  may  be  necessary  for  giving  effect  to  the  agreements 
made  with  foreign  cotton  associations  and  cotton  exchanges  for  the  adoption, 
use,  and  observance  of  universal  cotton  standards  was  incorporated  in  the 
regular  annual  appropriation  act  for  the  Department  of  Agriculture  and  passed,

H.  J.  Besley,  E.  G.  Boerner,  Philip  Rothrock,  S'.  L.  Morris,  Clark 
A.  Husell,  R.  C.  Miller  and  the  Chicago  staff  of  the  Grain  Division  met  at 
Chicago  last  week  to  discuss  the  results  of  the  recent  hearings  on. the 
proposed  changes  in  the  oats  standards''.  ■ 
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Y^ith  the  distrioution  of  notices  of  efficiency  ratines,   there  has 
arisen  throughout  the  bureau  considerable' misunderstanding  as  to  the 
value  of  a  particular  rating;  also  there  seens  to  be; 'm  sunder  standing  in 
some  quarters  as  to  hov/  these  ratings  v/ere  arrived. at.     in  order  to  clar- 
ify these  matters  as  much  as  possible,  the  following  brief  explanation  is-  . 
offered.  '  ,  , 

An  efficiency  sheet,  knovm  as  a  "Graphic  Rating  Scale",  was  pre- 
pared for  each  Washington  employee  by  his  or  her  division  leader,  or  by  a 
superior  officer  directly  responsible  to  a  division  leader.     The  rating 
officer  marked  the  employee  on  service  eleraehts  required  for  the  particu- 
lar job  in  question  based  on  the  performance  of  the  employee  during  the 
six-months  period  from  Hay  15  to  ' Nov em.be r  15.     The  first  service  element 
is  "accuracy".     Hence,  the  rating'indicated  whether  the  employee  was  high- 
ly accurate,  very  careful,  careful,  careless  or  performed  practically 
worthless  work.     Other  elements  considered  were  reliability  in  the  execu- 
tion of  tasks  assigned;  .neatness  and  orderliness  of  work;  speed  and  rapid- 
ity; industry,  diligence,  attentive'ness;  knowledge  of  i/ork;  judgment; 
courtesy  and  tact;  cooperativenass ;  and  initiative;  and  v;here  the  employee 
was  in  the  supervisory  class,   Bv.ch  elements  as  organizing  ability,  leader- 
ship, and  success  in  improving  and  developing  employees  were  taken  into 
a  c  c  oun  t .  ' 

The  sheets, were  then,  classified  according  to  Reclassification  grades 
already  assigned  and  a  percentage  ' rating  was  determined  based  on  v/eighted 
averages  provided  by  The  Personnel  Classification  Board.     In  other  words, 
some  service  elem.ents  were  given  a  'higher  percentage  rating  than  others. 
For  instance,  accuracy  counted  more  than  neatness,  for  of  v/hat  valxie  is  a 
piece  of  neat  v/ork  that  isn '  t  'accura  te  ;  or  \/hat  difference  does  it  make  if 
you  are  a  speedy  worker  if  your  output  isn't  reli'-<.ble? 

The  minimum  rating  for  an  acceotable  worker  is  S5.     Belov;  that  ne 
is  not  acceptable.     The. maximum  racing  fcr  an  accei:t'lble  worker  is  100. 
The  rating  for    an  average,  acceptable  worker  is  82.5%,  that  is,  the  aver- 
age of  the  two  extremes  or  the  halfway  point  between  them.     To  be  entitled 
to  a  rating  of  82 .  5^  an  employee  must  be  performirig  his  duties  as  satis- 
factorily as  could  reasonably  be  reouired.     To  receive  a  rating  of  85-90, 
he  must  be  performing  his  duties  v/ith  a 'degree  of  ratisiaction  above  that 
./hich  can  be  reasonably  required,  and  if  he  is  to  merit  90  or  above,  his 
performance  must  be  considered  distinct'ly*  siiperior.     For  example,  if  an 
employee  is  considered  industrious',  vfell-inf orm-ed  about  his  work,  cooper- 
ative, and  is.  known  to  work  with  good-,  speed,  he 'would  be  rated  BO.  He 
must  be  considered  very  diligent,  urusi"'ally  well-informed  abcat  his  work, 
be  verx  cooperative,  and  work  very  rapidly  to  merit  a  rating  of  90.  The 
efficiency  r-?-tin~  system  contemplates  that  in  the  normal  force  of  workers 
there  will  be  as  many  persons  r.ated  below  82.5  as  there  are  above  that 
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point,  and  that  the  average  of  all  the  ratings  v/ill  he  82/5.     It  should 
also  he  mentioned  that  a  person  nay  he  rated  80  or  nore  on  all  qualifica- 
tions except  one,  that  is,  he  considered  to  have  good  judgnent,  to  he  co- 
operative and  reliahle,  hut  he  given  a  lower  rating  in  one  element  such 
as  neatness  or  speed  and  thus  hring  his  total  rating  to  a  somewhat  lower 
figure. 

Employees  are  rated  in  comparison  with  others  in  the  same  grade  and 
not  those  in  different  grades.    No  comparison  should  therefore  he  attempted, 
for  example,  hetween  the  ratings  of  a  stenographer  in  grade  3  with  a  clerk 
in  a  higher  or  lower  grade. 

. These  efficiency  sheets  were  turned  over  to  a  Board  of  Review  com- 
posed of  the  following  memhers :    Lloyd  S.  Tenny,  chairman,  W.  F.  Callander, 
H.  Yif.  Samson,  H.  R.  Tolley,  C.  W.  Kitchen,  Miss  Emily  Clark,  Frank  Reed 
and  E.  J.  Hughes.     The  markings  were  carefully  reviewed  and  where  it  v;as 
helieved  hy  memhers  of  the  hoard  that  any  employee  or  group  of  employees 
was  found  out  of  line  with  others  doing  comparahle  work,  the  rating  was, 
after  consultation  with  the  division  leader,  marked  up  or  down  as  the  facts 
seemed  to  warrant. 

Another  point  to  he  clearly  understood  is  this:     The  rating  officer 
or  the  reviewing  hoard  had  nothing  to  do  with  the  service,  grade  or  class 
in  which  you  are  allocated.     The  Personnel  Classification  Board  laandled 
this  matter,  and  if  you  were  allocated  to  grade  4  of  the  CAE  service,  for 
instance,  you  were  rated  with  others  in  that  grade  regardless  of  whether 
the  rating  or  reviewing  officer  considered  you  eligible  to  a  higher  grade. 
In  other  words,  the  allocation  of  service,  grade  and  class  did  not  come 
within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  efficiency  rating ^officers. 

Promotions.     Promotions  of  one  step  v/ithin  a  grade  were  effected  ac- 
cording to  standing  on  the  efficiency  registers.     However,  this  should  not 
he  understood  to  mean  that  the  person  with  the  highest  rating  within  a 
grade  v/ill  always  he  promoted  before  a  lower-salaried  person  doing  compar- 
able work  can  he  promoted.     For  expmple,  a  clerk  in  class  3  receiving  $1500 
per  annum  and  standing  relatively  high  on  the  register  may  be  promoted  to 
the  next  step  of  $1560  before  a  clerk  receiving  $1740  in  the  same  grade  is 
promoted  to  $1800,  even  though  the  latter  clerk  has  a  higher  rating.     To  be 
promoted  to  the  highest  salary  of  any  grade,  one  must  attain  an  efficiency 
rating  of  95  or  above.     To  be  promoted  to  the  next  higher  salary  one  must 
be  rated  90-95;  the  next  higher  salary  calls  for  a  rating  of  85-90,  etc. 
The  importance  of  retaining  a  satisfactory  average  should  not  be  overlooked 
regardless  of  whether  or  not  the  rating  entitles  one  to  a  promotion.  Em- 
ployees receiving themsximum  salary  of  a  grade  must  attain  an  efficiency 
rating  of  at  leasx  80  in  order  to  retain  the  maximum  compensation.     An  ef- 
ficiency of  less  than  that  figure  automatically  causes  a  reduction  to  the 
next  lower  salary  step  within  the  grade.     Corresponding  ratings  must  be  ob- 
tained to  retain  the  different  salaries  within  the  grade,  that  is,  a  rating 
of  75  must  be  received  to  retain  the  second  salary  of  a  grade;  70  for  the 
third  highest  salary  of  a.  grade,  etc. 

An  employee  who  receives  an  efficiency  rating  below  65  will  not  be 
continued  in  the  work  upon  which  he  is  ergaged  but  will  be  assigned  to 
duties  more  commensurate  with  his  abilities  in  an  inferior  classification 
grade.     If  no  vacancy  is  available  in  an  inferior  grade,  he  will  be  sep- 
arated from  the  service. 
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Promotions  in  the  clerical,   sub-clerical  and  custodial  assignments 
in  the  field  v/ere  made  in  accordance  with  an  efficiency  rating  estatlished 
for  these  employees  based  upon  reports  submitted  by  the  dd vision  which  had 
been  secured  from  the  field  office  representatives.     Promotions  in  the 
technical  field  positions  v/ere  made  upon  individual  recommendations  sub- 
mitted by  the  divisions,  based  upon  the  principles  of  the  Classification 
Act  as  applied  to  Washington  personnel. 

2.  INTSHTIONS  TO  PLANT 

REPOHT  10  BE  ISSUED  THUESDAY. 

Acreages  that  farmers  intent  to  plant  to  various  crops  this  year 
will  be  shown  in  a  report  to  be  released  oy  the  Crop  Beporting  Board  here 
at  3  p.m.,  Larch  19.     This  report  7/ill  be  based  upon  the  statements  of 
thousands  of  farmers  in  all  parts  of  the  country,  140,000  questionnaires 
having  been  distributed  by  the  board. 

Interest  in  the  report  centers  mainly  in  spring  wheat,  potatoes, 
corn,  flax,  oats,  and  tobacco,  as  indicating  whether  or  not  farmers  as  a 
whole  intend  to  plant  more  or  less  of  these  crops  than  last  year.  Other 
crops  to  be  included  in  the  report  are  durnm  wheat,  rye,  barley,  sweet 
potatoes,  tame  hay,  grain  sorgh\ims,  and  rice. 

3.  COTTON  COHIEREKCE  COI£SS       '  -  " 

TO  SATISPACTOBY  COUCLUSIOK. 

Several  proposals  were  advanced  last  week  by  representatives  of  the 
Liverpool  Cotton  Association  and  the  Federation  of  Master  Cotton  Spinners 
Association  under  which  they  would  be  willing  to  renew  an  agreement  v/ith 
the  various  European  exchanges  and  this  department  providing  for  the  use 
of  the  Universal  Cotton  Standards  in  international  trade.     These  proposals 
were  the  result  of  informal  conferences  between  the  delegations  of  these 
associations  and  Dr.  Taylor  and  members  of  the  Cotton  Marketing  Division. 
The  Liverpool  and  Master  Cotton  Spinners  associations  had  previously  indi- 
cated that  they  would  not  renew  the  agreement  this  year,  but  before  they 
retui-ned  to  England  last  Saturday  there  was  every  indication  that  they 
would  be  willing  to  sign  up,  thus  making  the  standard  practically  universal 
in  international  trade. 

The  proposals  siibmitted  provide  for  a  two-year  standard  instead  of 
requiring  that  the  standard  be  prepared  annually;  for  bringing  the  key  sets 
up  to  the  standard  fixed  by  the  conference  in  cases  V7here  it  may  be  found 
that  a  key  set  has  in  any  manner  deteriorated;  and,  in  case  the  .first  key 
set  drawn  at  a  succeeding  conference  is  in  any  way  changed,   that  the  second 
set  should  then  be  opened  and  used  as  the  official  standard. 

Tine  question  of  a  division  of.  votes  between  the  European  organiza- 
tions v;as  also  brought  up,  bnj.t  Dr.   Taylor  stated  this  was  a  matter  to  be 
settled  by  the  Earopeans  themselves.     A  conference  may  be  called  in  London 
the  latter  part  of  .April  or  the  early  •■oart  of  May  when  all  of  these  ques- 
tions will  be  taken  up  in  th-e  regular  formal  way. 

The  vjork  of  preparing- the  40  sets  of  universal  standards  was  com- 
pleted, according  to  the  agreement  made  last  summer.     These  sets  were  cer- 
tified to  as  provided  by  law,  and  two  copies,  drawn  by  lot,  have  been 
stored  in  the  Treasury  vault.     The  remaining  sets  will  be  distributed  among 
the  various  foreign  exchanges  which  have  agreed  to  use  them  and  copies  will 
be  placed  on  file  'jvith  the  various  exchanges  in  this  country.

Word  from  W.  A.  Wheeler  indicates  tnat  the  ten^,ai,.:ve  aicuifcs  for  h1- 
lalfa,  Johnson  and  wild  hay  were  well  received  at  the  hearings  held  at 
Lontgomery,  Tort  Worth  and  San  Antonio.     In  Alabama,  the  grades  for  John- 
son and  alfalfa,  hay  were  approved  and  a  committee  of  producers  and  dealers 
named  to  confer  with  .the  .State  Board  of  Agricultxn^e  the  first  Tuesday  in 
Apri^  L.o  reconmiend  the  adoption  of  all  lederal  hay  trades  as  State  grades 
lor  Alahair^.  -  At  the  Texas  meetings,  .representatives  of  several  important 
Texas  hay  markets  indicated  a  desire  :to  have  federal  grades  and  inspection 
at  an  early  date  and  stated  that  they  will  encourage  the  State  Markets  and 
^'sarehouse  Department  to  adopt  the  grades.

'  Fifty  years  from  nou  history  will  reflect  the  part  this  hureau  is 
now  playing  in  hringing^  about  the  .orderly  marketing  of  farm  products,  ac- 
cording to  L.  .G.  Michael,  Foreign  Agricultural  Economist.     "The  past  week" 
Mr.  Michael  says,  "has  witnessed  one  of  the  most  epoch-making  incidents 
in  the  history  of  international  trade.    Representatives  of  all  of  the  im- 
portant cotton  exchanges  of  Europe  have  conferred  with  the  experts  of  the 
hureau  and  representatives  of  the  American  trade  and  have  approved  and 
agreed  to  employ  in  their  trading  the  standard  sets  of  cotton  prepared  "by 
the  Cotton  Division.     The  old  days  of  trade  in  which  the  watchword  was 
'Let  the  huyer  heware.' '  have  passed  and  we  are  ,  entering  upon  a  new  era  in 
which  integrity  in  the  description  of  the. products  handled  assures  a 
square  deal  to  all.     Integrity  of  description  iu  the  cotton  trade  would 
have  "been  impossible  but  for  the  adoption  and  use  of  universal  cotton 
standards  in  international  trade.     In  the  light  of  this  accomplishment 
and  of  increasing  knowledge  of  agricultural , geography  and  world  economics, 
acquired  by  bureau  specialists,   it  is  expected  that  even  greater  accom- 
plislments  will  be  attained  as  ovr  -work  gees  forward." 

S.     AT  THS  B^JPEAU  COUNCIL.      \       ,  . 

That  the  work  of  preparing  the  40  sets  of  universal  cotton  stand- 
ards came  to  a  very  successful  conclusion  last  week  was  announced  by  the 
Chief  in  opening  the  council  meeting  yesterday  morning.     He  said  that  the 
foreign  exchange  representatives  had  been  very  much  impressed  with  the  . 
marvelous  piece  of  work  done. 

Because  of  the  demands  the  cotton  work  had  made  upon  their  time 
during  the  past  week,  Dr.  Taylor  stated  that  he  and  I.ir.   Tenny  had  tempo- 
rarily lost  touch  with  other  divisions,  so  division  leaders  present  were 
called  upon  to  tell  of  events  that  transpired  during  the  week. 

K.  J.  Besley,  who  the  Chief  said  "did  a  good  job"  in  the  conduct  of 
hearings  on  a  proposed  revision  of  the  oat  grades,  reported  that  the  pres- 
ent standards  for  oats  appear  to  be  satisfactory,  but  that  there  is  a  need 
for  standards  for  the  so-called  "mill  oats"  and  mixtures  of  mill  oats  and 
cultivated  oats. 

W.  A.   Sherman  gave  an  acco\xnt  of .  the  work  his  division  has  been 
doing  in  the  preparation  of  a  service  and  reg^alatory  announcemc-it  outlining 
standard  trade  language  and  trade  practices  approved  by  this  department. 
A  draft  of  the  regulations  will  be  considered  in  deta.il  at  the  nv3eting  of 
the  joint  council  of  several  dealers'  organizations  at  Chicago,  "'l.'irch  20-21. 
It  is  proposed  also  that  this  bureau  shall  draw  up  a  uniform  arreement  to 
be  signed  by  any  dealer  who  wishes  to  conduct  his  business  in  accordance 
with  these  standard  practices  and  who  will  agree  to  an  examination  of  his 
books  in  ca-oO  of  dispute. 

The  progress  the  Institute  of  Cooperation  is  making  in  its  plans 
for  a  sunraer  school  were  cv-flined  by  Kr.   Tenr.y.     The  first  sessions  will 
be  held  next  suni.j:er  at  the  University  of  Pennsylvania,  as  previously  an- 
nounced.    It  is  hoped,  Mr.   Tenny  pointed  out,  that  the  institute  will  ob- 
tain standing  this  year  so  that  next  year  credit  given  by  it  will  be  recog- 
nized in  all  agricultural  colleges. 
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H.  E.   Tolley  spoke  of  the  assistaiice  "being  ^iven  the  Department  of 
oTustice  in  planning  for  the  development  of  a  farm  in  connection  with  a 
Federal  prison  for  women  near  Alderman,  W.  Va.     The  Division  of  Farm  Man- 
agement and  Costs  is  helping  to  draw  up  organization  plans  for  this  farm, 
which  will  furnish  emplojTiient  for  prisoners  and  at  the  same  time  reduce 
the  expenses  of  the  institution.     Mr.   Tolley  also  touched, upon  the  work  . 
his  division  is  doing  in  outlining  reorganization  plans  for  three  corpora- 
tion truck  and  fruit  farms  in  New  Jersey  In  financial  difficulties. 
Through  a  study  of ■  the  records  of  these  corporations,  it  is  expected  that 
valuable  information  on  the  possibilities  of , corporation  farming  will  be 
obtained. 

U.  A.  Olsen  outlined  the  two  lines  of  study  being . carried  on  by  his 
division,  namely  credit  conditions  in  the>.ountry  end  taxation.     He  stated 
that^ charts  developed  in  his  division  show  which  parts  of  the  country  are 
utilizing  various  kinds  of  credit  now  available  to  farmers;  he  pointed  out 
actual  results  to  farmers  with  the  practical  workings  of  the  Farm  Loan 
Board  and  the  joint  stock  banks;  and  touched  on  the  present  carrying  and 
credit  methods  of  the-  tobacco  and  other  commodity  cooperative  associations. 
Mr.  Olson's  taxation  studies  are  stimulating  interest  throughout  the  coun- 
try and  6  or  7  states  have  asked' for  studies  similar  to  the  one  just  com- 
pleted in  Indiana.     Two  reports  on  the  taxation  studies  are  now  being 
mimeographed,  one  dealing  with  the  taxation  of  farm  real  estate  in  Iiidiana 
and  the  other  a  more  generalized  statement  on  taxes  on  farm  real  estate  in 
relation  to  land  value.

LICENSED  FEDERAL  HAY  IIISPECTCRS. 

An  agreement  has  just  been  completed  between  this  dspartnient  and 
the  War  Department  v/hereby  officers  of  the  Aimy  Veterinary  Corps  who  l^ave 
been  trained  in  inspecting  hay  at  the  Hay  Strndardization  Laboratory  of 
this  bureau  while  attending' the  Army  Veterinary  School  will  be  licenc;ed 
es  Federal  hay  inspectors.     Under  this  agreement  they  will  inspect  hay 
offeicd  for  delivery  to  the  Array  on  contracts  and  issue  Feierax  hay  in- 
spection certificates  for  it  in  accordance  v;ith  the  Re-^ulations  o±  the 
Secretary  governin^r  the  inspection  of  h^y.     Seventeen  officers  of  the 
Veterinary  Corps  have  already  received  this  training  and  wi 11  probably  be 
licensed  at  once.     Additional  officers  Jill  be  trained  each  year  ?;hile 
in  attendance  at  the  Veterinary  School. 

The  Army  is  one  of  the  largest  buyers  of  hay  in  this  country.  Dur- 
ing 1923  their  purchases  totaled  187,286  tons  or  a:o)roxim,:itely  15,600  cars. 
It  has  been  piorchasing  hay  on  United  States  grades  for  some  tiire. 

Vvith  these  officers  now  able  to  issue  Federrl  certificates,  it  is 
expected  that  considerable  trouble  relative  to  disputes  about  the  grading 
made  by  Army  officers  will  be  eliminated.     This  should  also  result  in 
materially  extending  the  use "of  the  Federal  hay  grades.     Details  of  the 
arrangement  have  been  placed  in  charge  of  Lt.  Col.  J.  A.  kcXinnon,  Chief 
of  the  Veterinary  Division,  U.  S.  Army,  and  W.  A.  tiheeler,  in  charge  of 
the  Hay,  Feed  and  Seed  Division.

As  these  projects 
are  completed,  the  studies  may  be  extended  to  other  lines  of  v7ork  in 
different  divisions ,' and  the  personnel  v/ill  be  shifted  by  the  committee 
as  the  v/ork  develops.    Mr.  Kitchen,  as  chairman,  T7ill  be  in  charge  of  the 
personnel  and  Mr*.  Svrarthout,  because  of  his  v/ide  ex-oerience  in  cost  work, 
will  be  the  technical  advisor  of  the  cost  of  marketing  v/ork  for  the  bureau.

'4 ,     PRACTICAL  VALUE  OF  RADIO 

■  REP ORTS  SEMQNSIRATED .  ■    '  ' 

The  practical  value  of  radio  market  reports  is  indicated  and  a 
specific  instance  of  the  financial  benefits  derived  from  the  reports 
given  in  a  letter  received  by  Sears-Roebuck  Agricultural  Foundation, 
Chicago,  from  a  large  dairyman  in  .Elburn.     The  letter  reads  in  part: 

"7<e  are  surely  very  grateful  to  your  station  for  the  daily 
market  reports.    By  knowing  the  price  per  ton  of  cottonseed  meal,  we 
saved  $3  per  ton  on  a  UO-ton  carload;  the  agent  wanting  that  much  more 
than  the  price  you  broadcast.    The  saving  on  this  deal  alone  more  than 
paid  for  the  radio."

5.    HAY  GRADES  IiiEETING  VJITH  /vPPRQVAL.' 

One  of  the  most  representative  and  enthusiastic  hearings  on  the 
hay  grades  was  held  at  phoenix,  March  I9.    Both  dealers  and  producers 
were  well  represented.    By  a  unanimous  vote  they  approved  Federal  grades 
and  expressed  a  desire  to  have  a  Federal  inspection  service  for  all 
important  shipping  points  in  Arizona.    A  start  was  made  tows,rd  the 
formation  of  a  State  Hay  Association  which  would  cooperate  v/ith  the 
department  in  the  establishment  of  an  inspection  service. 

At  El  Paso  the  growers  and  dealers  expressed  general  aioproval 
of  the  grades.    At  Los  Angeles  the  grades  were  highly  commended  but 
the  dealers  stated  that  under  present  conditions  no  inspection  service 
was  desired  by  them  in  their  market.

From  a  paper  on  "Personnel  prololens"  prepared  by       J<.  Hughes  and 
read  at  the  meeting  of  the  .agricultural  Statisticians,  the  follov/ing  para- 
graphs are  quoted  as  of  interest  to  field  officers: 

Perhaps  you  have  felt  in  yoiir  ir;-ii.iediate  office-  the  effect  of  the 
"classification  T,7ave."     Considerable  difficulty  has  "been  met  in  the  actuel 
application  of  the  provisions  of  the  act  "by  reason  of  the  fact  that  many 
Government  enployees  had  hesn  led,  through  newspaper  articles  and  other 
sourceSj  to  expect  a  ver^^^  great  increase  in  compensation,  regardless  of 
their  duties,  responsihilities ,  efficiency  or  capahili ties,  and  \7ith  this 
expectation  as  a  background,  'chere  V7as  considerable  disappointment  rhen 
the  act  veat  into  effect  on  July  1,  and  the  much-looked-f or  outstanding 
promotions  did  not  materialize.     It  was  not  a  salary  act,  but  a  provision 
for  grouping  positions  for  equitable  comparisons  with  respect  to  increases 
in  compensation^    A  little  serious  reflection  on  the  part  of  roany  Government 
workers,  hoy/ever,  has  tended  to  decrease  the  restlessness  that  prevailed 
immediately  after  the  act  became  effective.     There  are  many  cases  vhich 
yet  deserve  adjustment,  and  will  receive  it,  both  in  the  xTay  of  promotion 
and  demotion-, 

The  Classification  Act  has  accomplished  an  outstanding  service, 
however,  to  the  Government  employees ^  in  that  it  has  forced  them  to  take 
an  inventory  of  their  qualifications  and  potential  possibilities,  and  to 
analyze  the  positions  they  were  filling  and  determine  whether  these 
assignments  were  such  as  to  demand  the  ability  they  felt  they  possessed, 
and  whether  they  were  fitted  for  better  assignments.     It  has  also  required 
supervising  officials  in  the  service  to  become  thoroughly  familiar  with 
the  qualifications  of  their  employees  and  the  duties  they  were  performing, 
as  a  graphic  rating  sheet  on  which  the  employee  is  rated  for  the  past 
six  months  on  various  service  elements,  must  be  submitted  semi-annually 
for  all  enployees  in  the  service  in  \/ashington,. 

In  solving  the  personnel  problem  field  officers  can  be  very  helpful 

in; 

1,  Bringing  to  the  attention  of  the  people  they  meet  in  their  terri- 
tory the  various  e::amin3tions  of  the  bureau,  and  in  turn  in  bring- 
ing to  the  attention  of  the  Washington  office  desirable  candidates 
for  examinations, 

2,  In  furnishing  the  Washington  office  with  accurate  and  adequate  in- 
formation in  reference  to  their  personnel,  on  the  quality  of  their 
services,  on  the  salary  paid  for  comparable  positions  in  their  ].o- 
cality,  particularly  sa.loj'ies  paid  by  state  and  other  organizations 
employing  personnel  on  the  same  general  class  of  work. as  that  per- 
formed in  our  offices, 

3,  By  developing  the  proper  esprit  de  corps  in  their  local  offices 
which  can  undoubtedly  best  be  developed  by  dealing  with  the  einployees 
under  them  in  a  frank  mnner  and  offering  only  such  recognition  as 

it  is  possible  for  the  bureau  to  accoi^qplish  v:ithin  the  limits  of  the 
methods  under  which  the  Government  s.er'/ice  .is  operated*  When  an  em- 
ployee is  rendering  unsatisfactory  s.ervice  it  is  only  fair  that  the 
supervising  official  Trorking  immediately  with  this  employee  should 
point  out  in  just  ^diat  v/ays  the  service  is  unsatisfactory  and  how  it 
can  be  improved,    \yhile  this  is  not  always  pleasant  it  is  felt  that 
in  the  end  it  will  acconplish  the  most.

Per  Capita  Use  of  the  Economic  Library  "by 
the  Various  Divisions  of  the  Bureau 


The  graph  on  the  front  page  is  hased  on  the  same  figures  as  that 
in  our  last  issue.    This  time,  however,  we  have  worked  out  the  per  cap- 
ita circijlation  of  hooks  and  periodicals  in  the  various  Divisions  of 
the  Bureau  and  have  used  that  figure  in  making  the  graph  rather  than  the 
t®ial  circulation  to  the  Divisions.    It  is  interesting  to  note  the  changes 
in  the  relative  position  of  the  Divisions. 

Book  Loans  in  Bureau  Library 

The  "Loan  Desk",  in  hoth  the  Bureau  Library  and  the  De- 
Loan  partment  Library  is  the  term  used  to  designate  the  desk 
Desk  at  which  books  are  charged.    Periodicals  when  bound  are 

circulated  from  it  because  after  binding  they  become  "books". 
Before  binding  they  are  "just  periodicals"  and  are  circulated 
from  the  Periodical  Desk^which  was  described  in  the  Library 
Supplement  for  Pebrxaary.    There  are  a  few  exceptions  to  our  statement  that 
the  "Loan  Desk"  circulates  only  books  because  for  the  sake  of  convenient 
reference  a  few  constantly  used  periodicals  are  filed  near  the  Loan  Desk, 
These  are  Crops  and  Markets,  Federal  Heserve  Bulletin,  Monthly  Labor  He- 
view,  Journal  of  Farm  Economics  and  a  few  others. 

All  books  have  on  the  inside  of  the  back  cover  a  card  bearing 
Book  the  book's  call  number  and  its  author  and  title..    Y/hen  a  book 

^Q-^^s  is  to  be  taken  from  the  stack  room  no  matter  how  nearby  is 

the  borrower'' s  office,  nor  for  how  short  a  time  it  is  to  be 
kept,  the  book  card  should  be  signed  by  the  borrower  and  left 
at  the  Loan  Desk  which  is  in  charge  of  Miss  Mary  P*  Carpenter. 
ThBdd  e&rda  are  piroxies  for  the  books  and  are  arranged  in  trays  on  the 
Loan  Dt>sk  in  just  the  same  order  as  are  the  books  on  the  shelves.

j-^^^^^.  demand  and  books  borrowed  from  the  Library  of  Congress  or  other 

outside  libraries.    A  borrower  is  free  to  keep  a  book  until 
lie  or  she  is  through  vath  it,  but-  it  is  assiimed  that  books  will 
not  be  kept  an  unreasonable  length  of  time,  and  it  is. urgently 
requested  that  they  be  promptly  returned  v;hen  the  need  for  them  is  over. 
This  cooperation  is  absolutely  essential  to  the  working  out  of  the  "no  time 
limit"  policy. 

If,  however,  a  request  comes  in  for  a  book  which  someone 
has  out,  a  telephone  request  is  made  for  its  return  or  a 
recall  slip  is  sent.    If  the  first  user  can  spare  it,  it  is

user  feels  that  in  justice  to  his  work  he  cannot  release  it  we  make  an

Very  careful  time  limits  are  k6pt  for  books  borrowed  from 
the  Library  of  Congress  or  other  outside  libraries,  The

Congress      newal  is  not  requested  0.nd  it  is  earnestly  requested  that 
Books  all  books  borrowed  from  outside  libraries  be  returned  within 

that  time  if  possible.    If  renewal  is  o,bsolutely  necessary 
in  the  best  interests  of  the  woriC  in  hand  please  request  it 
,    promptly.    V/e  are  very  a-nxious  to  keep  our  credit  good  with 
the  Library  of  Congress,    One  of  the  best  ways  to  accomplish 
this  is  to  use  books  borrowed  from' there  promptly  and  return 
them  promptly.    The  other  way  is  not  to  request  anything  from  there  with- 
out an  explanation  of  why  It  is  wanted  unless  the  title  is  such  that  its 
official  relation  to  the  work  of  the  Bureau  is  obvious.    Each  day  when 
our  request  for  books  from  the  Library  of  Congress  is  made  up  the  person 
in  charge  has  to  sign  a  statement  that  the  items  requested  are  for  official 
use.    This  makes  it  necessary  for  us  to  investigate  if  the  title  does  not 
show  the  official  relation  of  the  volume  to  the  work  in  hand  and  time  is 
saved  if  the  explanation  is  sent  in  with  the  request.

In  the  arrangement  of  books  on  the  shelves  our  aim  has  been  to 
Arrangement  make  them  as  accessible  and  convenient  as  possible  to  the  3ur- 
of  3ooks  on  eau  workers  themselves  as  well  as  to  the  library  assistants.

The  volumes  of  statistics  of  foreign  countries  occupy  about  a 
third  of  the  book  stacks.

The  remainder  of  the  books  are  for  the  most  part  arranged  ac- 
cording to  the  Department  Library  classifics-tion,     -The  bulk  of  this  col- 
lection is  composed  of  what  is  popularly  knovm  in  the  Library  as  "the  230 's", 
or  the  economic  collections.     Some  of  these  books  were  bought  from  a  fund

Lieat-ueneral  Sir  Travers  Clarke,  Chief  Administrative  Officer  to 
the  British  Empire  Exhibition,  is  the  author  of  an  article  entitled  The 
British  Empire  Exhibition  -  becond  Phase,  in  the  Nineteenth  Century  for 
Eebruary,  1925»    He  states  that  vfhen  the  exhibition  closed  for  the  season, 
Noveraber  1,  192^,  it  was  realized  tiat  it  had  not  afforded  an  adequate 
opportunity  to  serious  students  of  Entpire  economics.    The  decision  to  re- 
open in  1525       due  to  the  generosity  of  the  guarantors  in  renev/ing  the 
credit  obligations  they  had  made  for  the  192*4  season  and  to  the  somer/hat 
tardy  recognition  of  the  British  Government  of  the  vital  importance  of  the 
eihibition» 

He  proceeds  to  a  discussion  of  the  program,  for  1925.    The  first 
item  on  it  is  an  improvement  of  the  transport  facilities  for  attendance  at 
Wem.biey.    The  Avxstralian  Conriionrrealth  Line  is  discussing  "excursion"  boats 
from:  Australia  to  Wembley  and  other  transportation  companies  are  urged  to 
do  more  to  make  v/embley  accessiolec 

The  chief  purpose  of  the  exlaibition  was  a  stock  taking  of  the 
position  of  the  British  Empire  in  production,  manufacturing  and  merchan- 
disingj  to  shov/  hov;  the  Empire  had  stood  the  test  of  the  Great  \/ar;  and 
to  indicate  both  the  reasons  for  the  Eropire's  pride  in  sound  achievement, 
and  the  reasons  for  serious  inquiry  as  to  v/hether  the  most  had  been  done 
with  the  resources  at  her  command,    iiir  Travers  Clarke  presents  briefly 
the  situation  as  regards  Empire  production  of  cotton  and  sugar  and  closes 
by  writing:  "Perhaps  the  greatest  good  the  Wembley  Park  Ccan  do  in  19?5 
will  be  by  its  exclusively  'Empire  products'  policy,  to  show  up  clearly 
the  points  of  weakness  in  our  economic  organization," 

Canadian  Statistic.s 

Mr,  R.  H.  Goats,  Dominion  S-catistician  of  ainada,  has  a  "Ilote"  in 
the  March,  I925,  issue  of  the  Journal  of  the  American  Statistical  Associa- 
tion entitled  The  Canadian  Plan  of  Organisation  of  Government  Statistics, 
This  paper  is  a  three  and  one-half  page  summary  of  the  paper  presented  at 
the  Lecember,  iS^k ,  meeting  of  the  Committee  on  Governmental  Labor  Statis- 
tics of  the  American  Statistical  i^^ssociation. 

The  Statistics  i^ct,  passed  -_n  19iS,  is  explained.     This  Act  created 
the  Dominion  Bureau  of  Sto,ti  sties  and  made  it  responsible  for  the  statistic 
"relative  to  the  commercial,  industrial,  social,'  economic,  and  general 
activities  and  conditions  of  the  people."    ii.  concrete  example  of  the  way 
in  which  this  organization  works  out  is  given  in  the  case  of  butter  and 
cheese  statistics.     The  final  objective  of  the  Bureau  of  Statistics  is 
said  to  be  the  publishing  of  a  national  conspectus,  of  which  two  leading 
vehicles  of  e:q)ression  exist.    The  first  is  the  Official  Yearbook  of 
Canada,     "The  second  chief  use  of  statistical  syhthesis  is  in  the  measure- 
ment and  interpretation  of  the  current  economic  trend.     The  Bureau  prepares 
the  essential  raw  materials  for  this  task,  based  on  wide  observation  and 
experimentation,  and  maintains  such  analyses  as  enable  it  to  act  as  advisor 
to  the  government,  and  in  a  limited  way  to  the  public." 


Commodity  Money 


Gilbert  H.  Le\7is  of  the  University  of  California  is  the  author  of 
an  article  in  the  Economic  Joarnal  (London)  for  Ivlarch,  I925t  entitled 
A  Plan  for  Stabilising  Prices,  in  T*iich  is  presented  the  "sound  alterna- 
tive" explained" "by  Irving  Pisher  in  his  volume  entitled  Stabilizing  the 
Dollar,. .  " 

The  plan  proposed  consists  in  keeping  the  general  monetary  system 
as  it  existed  in  the  great  majority  of  nations  before  the  V7ar ,  and  merely 
substituting  for  gold  a  composite  of  commodities.    The  author  illustrates 
his  plan  by  selecting  four  basic  coomodities,  wheat,  cotton,  iron,  and 
silver,  and  explaining  hovr  feasible  it  would  be  to  en^iloy  a  paper  currency 
convertible  at  all  times  into  a  conposite  of  these,  -

Professor  C.  R,  Fay  of  the  University  of  Toronto  has  an  article 
in  the  Maxch,  1925,  issue  of  the  American  Economic  Review  entitled  The 
London  Corn  Iv!la;rket  at  the  Beginning  of  the  Nineteenth  Century.    Prof,  Pay 
published  an  earlier  article,  entitled  The  Sale  of  Corn  in  the  Nineteenth 
Century  in  the  EconoroLc  Journal  (London)  for  June,  l^^U^- which  deals 
particularly  with  Measure  versus  ViTei^t,    This  earlier  -article  is.  elaborated 
as  to  detail  by  Stanley  Dumbell  in  the  ;S.conOmi6^ Journal: :  (London)  for  i^Iarch, 
1925*    The  three  papers  give  exceedingly  interesting  data  in  explanation 
of  the  fact  that  in  Liverpool  and  some  other  English  markets  grain  was 
sold  by  weight  before  the  days  of  grading*    The  means  by.  v^hich  this  was 
done  haire  been  more  or  less  of  a  mystery  heretofore.    The  fact  that  grain 
dealers  in  England  dealt  in  'Wh&t  would  now  be  called  "future  trading"  as 
early  as  1800  is  also  of  interest^  -

Boyle.    Prof,  Fay  shows  the  importance  of  producer  ^^jperatxves  ox  Canada 
and  the"  consumer  cooperatives  of  Gt.  Britain  being 
other's  activities.    He  proceeds  to  give  a  very  concise  and 
of  wheat  pooling  in  Canada  and  shcv/s  that  the  Canadian  pools  a r^^^^ 
and  so  much  is  at  stake  that  failure  is  hard  to  ime-gme.      They  have  ^ehina 
them  the  governments  of  the  throe  Prairie  provinces ,  which^ have  made^gran.s 
for  organisation  and  collateral  security;-  and  they  have  oo.ained  ^rom^^.^^e^  , 
great  diartered  banks  a  line  of  credit  for  25  million  dollars  a.  the  favour- 
able rate  of  6  per  cent.    The  reaction  of  this  development  on  British  con- 
sumers is  a  mp.tter  of  high  iraoerial  moment .    It  should  be  v;atc"hed  and 
appraised  not  only  by  the  corn  trade,  but  also  by  the  English  and  .Scottish 
Cooperative  V{h,olesales    and  the  Imperial  Government  itself."    Prof.  Boyle 
states  that  the  purpose  of  his  paper  is  to  analyse  and  interpret  the  grain 
pooling  movement  so  far  as  it  applies. to  the  United  States.    He  presents 
briefly  the  history  of  grain,  marketing  leading  up  to  the  passage  of  the 
Federal  Grain  Standards  Act  and  the  organization  of  state  x^heat  pools,  and 
gives  devout  thanks  that  there  is  no  tariff  wall  against  ideas  else  we 
might  not  have  had  Canada's  gift  to  us  of  the  hard  spring  wheat  iaiown  as 
Marquis.    He  sketches  also  the  history  of  industrial  pools  in  the  UoS«  and 
shows  that  the  great  majority  of  them  failed  because  of  their  inability 
to  control  productions    He  thinks  that  the  reason  the  U.  S.  Steel  Company 
succeeded  is  because  it  "controls  e,bsolutely  the  quantity  and  quality  of 
the  steel  it  makes."    He  vehemently  affirms  the  "fundamental  and  irreconcil- 
able differences"  betv/een  the  farm  and  the  factory  and  points  out  the  fact 
that  the  wheat  pool  markets  only  -  it  does  not  produce-and  for  this  reason, 
added  to  the  inelasticity  of  demand,  he  deduces  the  opinion  tha,t  the  only 
aim  of  wheat  pools  is  to  control  the  price  of  wheat.    He  thinks  that  the 
wheat  pools  cannot  long  surviize  in  their  present  form,     "They  represent... 
but  a  temporary  and  evanescent  phase  of  our  economic  evolutiono"
